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Mumbling Is Not Elocution

In- London they have revived Romeo and Juliet, with Doris Keane as Juliet and Albert Sydney as Romeo. 
But it would seem that the honors of the performance were carried off not by the interpreters of the two 
immortal lovers, but by Leon Quartermaine as Mercutio and the venerable Ellen Terry as the Nurse. The reason 
evidently lay in the faulty enunciation of Miss Keane and of Mr. Sydney, who found the demands of blank 
verse too great for their tenuous elocutionary powers. Wherefore A. B. Walkley, critic of The London Times, 
delivers a little sermon in dramatic criticism that should be memorized by actors and actresses, who should then 
suit the action to the word: 


“Those who act for us Shakespeare’s people must open their mouths, must have the sense of lan- 
guage, the music of it as well as the meaning of it, must tickle our ears with it, must enjoy the words 
for their own sake, turning them over like sweetmeats on the tongue. And as they are more often 
than not to utter beautiful things, they must have beautiful, rich, resonant voices ; they must give 
each word, each syllable its full value, as though it were (or rather because indeed it is) a musical 
note ; they must understand that they are there not only to act, to posture, to look ; they are there, 
above all, to speak.” 


Perhaps all this is asking too much of the modern performer. He probably is thinking, when speaking 
lines, of what he could make in the movies, where enunciation is an unnecessary art. While sojourning on the 
legitimate stage, however, he might open his mouth and let the sound out, even if the sense is beyond his intellec- 
tual powers. But, to tell the truth, two of the most flagrant sinners against Mr. Walkley’s oral rule are very 
intelligent women, Mrs. Fiske and Margaret Anglin. Mrs. Fiske is an old offender, who has reformed some- 
what in recent years. In Billeted, recently at the Grand Opera House, Miss Anglin all but spoiled a very amusing 
comedy, otherwise well acted, by her insistent. mumbling of lines and by the low key in which she required the as- 
sisting company to read the dialogue. 


Dialogue was written to be heard and understood. No style of producing ever devised or ever to be devised 
can do away with the cardinal purpose of the collaboration of author’s pen and actor’s tongue— CINCINNATI

THEATER IN 


MEMPHIS, TENN. 


Secures Fifty-Year Lease 


on Main Street Site and 


Will Start Work Immediately—Hopes To Have 
Circuit in Southeast Within Year or Two 


Memphis, Tenn.,, May 10.—A fifty- 
year lease on a Main street site in this 
city for the erection of a new theater 
to house his vaudeville shows was 
signed here Thursday by Alexander 
Pantages, theatrical magnate. The new 
theater, plans for which were drawn 
by the Pantages architect, B. Mar- 
cus Patrica, of Seattle, Wash., will cost 
in the neighborhood of half a mil- 
lion dollars and will be one of the 
finest in the South. 

The Memphis theater is the first 
one to be erected by Mr. Pantages 
in the South, east of the Mississippi 
River, but is only a start, for he as- 
sured a representative of The Billboard 
that he would soon close deals in Bir- 
mingham, Atlanta and New Orleans 
for theaters. 

“There is a great future in the 
Southeast for vaudeville,” Mr. Pan- 
tages told a Billboard representative, 
“and this is only a start. I hope to 
have a complete circuit in this part of 
the country within another year or 
two. This house will be a fill-in for 
shows which now jump from Dallas, 
Tex., to St. Louis, Mo., but soon it 
will be the first stop on a circuit in 
the Southeast.” 

Mr. Pantages left here immediately 
after closing the deal for Cincinnati, 
where he hopes to close a deal for 
: theater. His architect accompanied 

im. 

The closing of the deal in Memphis 
by Mr. Pantages is the first definite 
announcement by theatrical men of 
the erection of new playhouses in 
this city. Marcus Loew and Martin 
Beck have both been to this city and 
announced plans for leasing of a site, 
but no deals have been closed by 
either men. 

“The work on the new theater is to 
start at once. Working plans will be 
drawn by the architect and bids by 
local concerns as well as those of 
other cities will be asked,” Mr. Pan- 
tages said. He will start the wrecking 
of the building now on his site and 
hopes within thirty days to start the 
new structure. He expects to open 
the house shortly after the first of 
next year.

NOTHING TO IT 


Report Featured in Green Sheet to Effect That Be- 
lasco Will Shortly Retire Is Emphatically 
Denied by Producer 


New York, May 12.—David Be- 
lasco is not going to retire, notwith- 
standing the story featured in the 
Green Sheet last week. According to 
the story which the Green Sheet car- 
ried Mr. Belasco was said to be work- 
ing on his last production for the 
speaking stage and had declared to 
close friends that this would be his 
last appearance in the role of author- 
producer. As soon as the story was 
brought to the attention of Mr. Be- 
lasco he made an emphatic denial. 

“Why I'm just beginning my 
career,” he told an inquirer. “That 
report must have been started by 
someone who wanted me to quit. I 
am more ambitious than ever, and I 
give you my word I will not retire 
from active producing until God calls 
for my passport. Work is my religion 
and has been so from my boyhood. I 
never felt more like working than I do 
now.” 

According to the published story 
Mr. Belasco was “in the throes of his 
greatest—and his last—production for 
the speaking stage.” He had cx- 
pended $100,000 on the production, 
according to the story, and had been 


working on it for eighteen months, 
“and the manuscript of the play is not 
yet completed.” 


“Ordinarily I have refrained from 
making announcements of plays I 
was going to do,” said Mr. Belasco, 
“preferring not to announce a long 
list of plays that I might never pro- 
duce. However, I will say that the 
plays I have already made contracts 
to present and am actually working on 
now will take me five years or more 
to produce.” 


Among the plays which Mr. Belasco 
will present will be works by Sascha 
Guitry, the eminent French actor and 
dramatist; Granville Barker, the Eng- 
lish actor manager and playwright; 
Edward Knoblock, Edward Sheldon, 
Eugene Walker, Philip Moeller, Avery 
Hopwood, George Scarborough, Fred 
Ballard, Maurice V. Samuels, Achmed 
Abdullah, William Hurlbut and a 
young student named Osborn in Prof.

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GEORGE P. GOODALE DIES 


Theatrical World Mourns Passing of Noted 
Writer Who Had Been With Detroit Free 
Press for Fifty-four Years 


DEAN OF DRAMATIC CRITICS 


Was Known and Loved by Performers of Note 
Throughout the Country—Had Keen Love 
of Stage and Its People 


Detroit, May 12.—George Pomeroy 
Goodale, dean of dramatic critics and 
dramatic editor of The Detroit Free 
Press for nearly fifty-four years, died 
at his summer home, “Windy Vale-O,” 
Royal Oak Village, Wednesday morn- 
ing, May 7, of apoplexy. With him 
at the time of the final curtain was 
Mrs. Goodale, whom he had aroused. 
He complained of great distress that 
portended one of the attacks to 
which he had been subject for some 
time. The crisis apparently passed in 
safety, but in his weakened condition 
he fell asleep in Mrs. Goodale’s arms, 
expiring shortly afterward. 

The news of Mr. Goodale’s death 
was a shock locally as well as to theat- 
rical people thruout the length and 
breadth of the nation, for the dra- 
matic world has lost a true friend and 
mentor. 

Had he lived until August 12 next 
Mr. Goodale would have been 76 years 
of age. He was born in Orleans, N. 
Y., in 1843, where he received a com- 
mon school education. In his youth 
he learned the printer’s trade in 
Geneva, N. Y. Later he became fore- 
man of the newsroom of The Elmira 
Press and in the early sixties he was 
employed “sticking type” on The New 
York World. It was while working 
at the “case” on The World that he 
enlisted in the 141st New York In- 
fantry and served thruout the Civil 
War. 

In 1865 he was mustered out of the 
army and in the fall of that year came 
to Detroit, joining the staff of The 
Free Press, with which he has since 
been continuously identified in vari- 
ous positions of editorial responsibil- 
ity, but always with his dramatic work 
in the foreground. Recently E. D. 
Stair and other directors of The Free 
Press voted Mr. Goodale an indefinite 
vacation with full pay, but he was a 
daily visitor to the office where he 
had for sO many years been an earn-

Movements Under Way 


To Open Theaters in Various New 
York Cities on Sunday 


Syracuse, N. Y., May 12.—Passage 
of the local option Sunday baseba!! 
and motion picture theater bill by the 
Legislature and Governor Smith's sig- 
nature making it a law has started 
movements in practically every city 
where Sunday theaters are now pro- 
hibited for a vote by the people to de- 
cide whether the houses are to be 
permitted to open on the Sabbath. 
Ordinances havé been introduced in 
a score or more cities all over the 
State to open the theaters Sunday or 
for a referendum to decide the ques- 
tion. 

In Elmira the sentiment of the 
Common Council is in favor of putting 
the matter up to the people for a 
vote. The Council has taken no ac- 
tion as yet but is waiting the circula- 
tion of a petition and the signatures 
of the required number of people to 
demand a special election on the 
question. The Council holds that it 
has the power to pass an ordinance 
opening the houses on the Sabbath, 
but the members prefer to let the peo- 
ple decide. 

In Auburn a strong movement has 
been started to open the theaters Sun- 
day, and the City Attorney, Richard 
c. S. Drummond, has ruled that the 
Common Council has the power to 
pass an ordinance declaring them 
legal. He says the law does not re- 
quire that the matter be put up to the 
people. 

In Watertown the Common Council! 
has taken the stand that ft is neces- 
sary to have a petition from the peo- 
ple presented to it before any action 
can be taken. 

Initial steps have already been taken 
in Geneva to open the theaters Sun- 
day for the first time. The Federation 
of Labor there has gone on record in 
approval of the plan. 

An ordinance permitting the Sun- 
day shows has already been introduced 
in the Binghamton Common Council 
and will probably be passed. - Some of 
the Aldermen there favor taking a 
vote on the matter, but there are no 
funds in the city treasury for this, so 
it is likely the matter will be put thru 
without a vote. 

In Oswego, N. Y., the matter has 
been brought before the Council and 
a public hearing held. No agreement 
was reached, but indications are that 
Sunday theaters will soon be per- 
mitted there. 


Would Stop Discrimination 


Springfield, Tll., May 12.—A bill be- 
fore the Illinois Legislature prohibit- 
ing theaters and hotels from openly 
discriminating against persons on ac- 
count of race or cojor or religious be- 
lief is on the order of third reading 
and is predicted to pass. A similar 
measure was defeated last session of 
the Illinois Legislature. Penalties of 
from $100 to $500 fine and a jail sen- 
tence of from thirty to ninety days 
would follow violation of the act. The 
aggrieved person also might recover 
by civil suit from $100 to $500 for 
each violation. 


Seeks To Dissolve Corporation 


Chicago, May 10.—Demand that the 
United States Moving Picture Corpo- 
ration be dissolved and the proceeds 
divided among the stockholders wa? 
made in a suit filed In the Superior 
Court Tuesday by Ralph Fontana, who 
says the management has operated 
several moving picture theaters in 
Chicago, losing money every year. He 
states that the corporation is in- 
solvent, and requests that a receiver 
be appointed and that an accounting 
be rendered showing what was done 
with the stockholders’ money.

To avoid misconception of a state- 
ment that I made in the last chapter 
where I said I had never attacked the 
White Rats by word or by deed, when 
I said that I meant publicly or thru 
the press. It is true that I did fight 
them at the Rochester Convention of 
the American Federation of Labor and 
at an inquiry held before President 
Gompers at the Victoria Hotel, New 
York City, but that fight was con- 
ducted as fights or organization mat- 
ters should be conducted, within the 
circle and authority of organized la- 
bor. It arose in this manner: When 
Hebrew Actors’ Union No. 5 first be- 
came amalgamated with us in Octo- 
ber, 1910, this union, together with the 
other Hebrew unions which were com- 
ing in, were afraid that some advan- 
tage might be taken of them when 
the affiliation was completed. I gave 
them my promise, my personal word 
of honor, that if such ever happened 
they could call upon me and I would 
defend them and protect them in any 
and every way of which I was capable. 

In 1912 there came to me the offi- 
cials of the Hebrew Actors’ Union No. 
5 and told me that they had been 
badly treated by the officials of the 
international, that their charter had 
been taken away from them and that 
they were practically being put out 
of business. TI hesitated, and it was 
only after strong persuasion that I 
consented to put their case against 
the White Rats before the Convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and the Executive Council. They re- 
minded me of my promise to them, 
and I finally agreed to go to Rochester

their charter belng handed back to them and all 
their rights restored. 

At another time certain information having 
conrbed me I seriously contemplated starting 
another organization of actors in conjunction 

with another man, who at that time was en- 
gaged in a life and death fight with the vaude- 
ville trust. I did not depend entirely upon the 
information that was handed to me from various 
sources and made personal inquiries, which re- 
enited in dropping the project. This was about 
the same time as the fight at the Rochester 
convention, and these are the only two instances 
where I clashed with the international organi- 
zation, I stood the insults direct and indirect 
of various officers, I remained silent under the 
opprobrium heaped upon me by interested actors, 
shyster lawyers and their accomplices, knowing 
that time would surely vindicate me. 

And time and events did. At the end of 
September, 1915, just after I had returned from 
France, I was sitting in one of my offices in 
the Knickerbocker Theater Building. when I 
received a telephone call from Fred Niblo ask- 
ing me where he could see me, I told bim that 
1 was in this office certain bours during the day 
and would be pleased to see him. An appoint- 
ment was made, and during the course of the 
conversation Fred asked me if I had ever thought 
about going back to the White Rats. I lied: 
“Not until they ask me.” He said: “irhere 
is nothing fm it and I am not speaking for 
anyhoty bat myself, but if you were asked 
would you consent?’ I replied: “I would con- 
sider it,"" and Fred left. A day or two after 
he came back to see me again, and this time 
was much more definite in his —— He 
told me that the White Rats were in a precari- 
ous financial condition and that they could not 
afford to pay me a salary, I said: “That doesn’t 
matter to me 


me that be had just loaned them $500 and that 
Montgomery and Stone had, thra Frank Her- 
bert, loaned them $1,500 and that the Mutual 
Bank was pressing them for a note of $101 000. 
1 told bim that I had some inkling of their 
embarrassment and that I thought that the best 
way out of it could only be correctly estimated 
by an examination of their books. He said: 
“Will you meet a committee of the White Rats 
at Junie McCree’s office?’

go bankrupt and then for me to make an or- 
ganizing tour of the country. Fogarty asked me 
where | was going to get the money from to 
tour the country and I replied: “Why make 
it. of course as I go along.’’ They then asked 
me if I would give them an cn*wer as soon as 
possible, and I said I would let them know 
within twenty-four hours, They then asked me 
to be at Mr. MecCree’s office again the next 
day. Wednesday, at 3 o'clock, to which I 
consented. I thought this matter over for many, 
many hours. 1 walked aronnd Central Park 
and consulted with both friends and enemies of 
the White Rats, not votttos any one of them 
have a definite idea of why 1 was discussing 
it with them.

REVIEW. 

The opening scene was McNally’s Arcade, 
with its attractive stage set shops. 

Into the Arcade came Dan Coleman, featured 
comic, a burlesque Irish sport, who, aS a 
wealthy pile driver and an apparent backer of 
a moving picture production company, gave to 
engagement-seeking artists an opportunity to 
demonstrate their qualifications, and it matters 
not if it was Ten Nights in a Barroom, Mer- 
chant of Venice-or East Lynn, they one and all 
required a bottle of booze in order to interpret 
the character they posed. Coleman’s manner of 
rebearsing his actors made for much laughter 
and applause, 

If there is any comic in burlesque who can 
characterize a Tad and mark him more likable 
than Coleman we have failed to meet the ac- 
tor. The self-control of the facial expressions 
in the droop of the mouth, the roll of the eyes 
a la Coleman, is, from our personal viewpoint, 
inimitable, 

Phil Peters, eccentric comic, is an excellent 
coworker with Coleman, and by his make-up, 
‘mannerism and clever work registered numerous 
laughs on bis own account. 

Peters had a most amusing scene, when 
blindfolded he attempted to recognize a past, 
but not forgotten, kiss by tasting the Lips of 
various feminine beauties provided by Harry 
Hallis, straight. After sampling and com- 
menting on several he finally recognized the 
luscious lips, and went into ecstacy until his 
eyes were opened to behold a real, true-to-life 
colored maid. Laughs—yes, and then some. 

Then came mirth, melody and music by the 

entire company. 
Alice Guilmette, prima donna, looked, acted 
and sang just as a real prima should. Her 
magnificent form was gowned in frequent 
changes of costly garments. 

Marjorie Manderville, soubrette, titian-baired, 
radiant-faced, sang, danced and acrobated all 
over the stage without fear of speed law or 
censorship, for she made good in everything 
she said and did. 

Helen Lorraine, soubrette, an exceptionally 
pretty brunette, was also there with speed, and 
sure did make good in the song, If You Want 
To Hear the News Just Clap Your Hands, which 
should have been If You Want to See a Little 
More, ete., for on responding to the numerous 
recalls she deprived the choristers of their 
trick skirts, leaving them somewhat lingerie. 
dlier manner of doing so was clean and clever. 

A school scene, with Alma Baur, a well- 
developed, womanly woman, as a most win- 
some teacher of juveniles, made for much mer- 
riment by the aid of numerous precocious pu- 
pils, chief among them Coleman, Peters and 
the ‘Misses Manderville and Lorraine. 

What Coleman said and did in the school- 
room was burle-que par excellence, and won 
the repeated recalls of the pleased Columbians, 
The fourth scene, an art drop fin one, in- 
troduced Fred Dale, a young chap, who handled 


a saxophone like an accomplished musician. 
His vocalistic offering of Rose of No Man’s 
Land was equal to his instrumentalism, and 
well received, 


The fifth scene was Oriental, with the choris- 
ters in Grecian costumes and poses, which 
made an artistic background for the center cf 
attraction, namely, Helen ‘Lorraine, in a clas- 
sical Grecian dance. 


Dan Coleman sure did feel out the audience 
on their prohibistic views with his song, 
After the First of July, and if their applause 
was any criterion of their sentiments, wet or 
dry, the wets won. 


The second part was a scene in McNally’s 
conservatory, during which Coleman appeared 
in feminine attire, and he made a corking good 
appearance in his portrayal of a  bur-le-que 
feminine typist unfamiliar with the touch sys- 
tem, but willing to learn the one or two-finger 
system by practicing B-E-E-R, with lengthy 
pauses between each letter to inject Coleman- 
ized witticisims, This scene also gave Hollis an 
opportunity to introduce Coleman to a mum- 
mified princess, in the person of Marjorie Man- 
derville, whom Coleman brought back to life 
with Hollis’ Elixir of Restoration.

BURLESQUE AS A SCHOOL 
For Development of Theatrical Talent 


Baltimore, May 12.—In a conversation with 
John G. Jermon, whose many years of experi- 
ence entitle him to speak with authority on 
the subject, the writer was much impressed 
by his views upon the training afforded by 
purlesque for the development of latent histri- 
onic talent. Among other things, Mr. Jermon 
eaid that with the passing of such theatrical 
landmarks as the stock companies of the late 
Augustin Daly, A. M. Palmer and others, bur- 
lesque remains the best of the schools for the 
practical development of stage talent. 

“In burlesque.” continued Mr. Jermon, ‘“‘the 
novice is liable to be cast for every kind of a 
stunt and phrase of expression known to dra- 
matic and musical art, and ofttimes be liter- 
ally thrown in on situations of emergency, with 
no alternative but to ‘sink or swim." Such ex- 
periences. bowever, are the forging and tem- 
pering processes which develop real talent, as 
they call for the player’s fullest measure of 
initiative, 

“This absence of the old-time stock com- 
panies doubtless explains why there is so much 
talent of promise on the burlesque stage of the 
present day, and why so many high-class pro- 
ducers are placing the ‘comers’ under contract 
for their future metropolitan prodyrtions. 

“When an actor graduates from burlesque he 
is ready to make a good showing in any kind 


of a part. no matter how strenuous or unusual 
the demand. And if any one questions this as- 
sertion. he bas but to look at the records of 


Dave Warfield, Francis Wilson, Lillian Russell, 
Sam Bernard, Weber, and Fields, Lon Errol, 
Bickel and Watson, Sophie Tucker, Alex Carr, 
George Beban, Watson Sisters, Emma Carus 
and the Courtney Sisters. Of those who have 
passed away I recall the Rogers Brothers, Nat 
Wills, George ‘Honey Boy’ Evans and many 
more whose names are on the tablet of stage 
fame, all of whom took their players’ degree 
in the college of burlesque. 

“Broadway's most recent draft from the 
ranks of burlesque is Jim Barton, the tramp 
comedian, who has just been annexed by one 
of New York's most potential producing firms 
at a large salary. 

“Keep this in mind,’’ said Mr. Jermon, in 
conclusion, “‘and the next time you visit 4 
burlesque theater you may be a witness to the 
performance of an embryo Booth, Lillian Rus 
sell or David Warfield.”"—E. E. F.

GEORGE P. GOODALE DIES 
(Continued from page 4) 


Preparing his philosophy feature, Kaleidoscope, 
which he had contributed to the editorial page 
of the Sunday edition for years, and which was 
read by an army of adu:irers, 

It was in the role of dramatic reviewer that 
Mr. Goodale will perhaps be best remembered. 
Detroit was a mere village when he joined the 
Free Press staff and theatrical bistory was in 
the making. He witnessed the Michigan town 
pass from a graveyard, from the standpoint of 
the box-office, to a veritable theatrical gold 
mine, His chronicling of theatrical affairs was 
more than mere reporting. His discussion of the 
drama was as informative to the players and the 
producers as it was to the general public, which 
always accepted his judgment as final. Ile al- 
ways looked for the best in everything, but 
never hesitated to flay an actor, author or pro- 
ducer when such criticism was warranted. He 
was patient with honest endeavor. uniformly 
sympathetic with earnest effort, always aiding 
the struggling peginner and quick to see and 
recognize merit. Stage people bave understood 
that while his artistic insight was keen his 
charity was large. He has been their critic, Dut 
he has been their friend; therefore will the 
memory of ‘‘G. P. G.”* endure in the hearts of 
the dramatic profession. 


Mr. Goodale possessed a keen love for the 
stage and its people. In his daily ‘‘grind” ex- 
tending over haif a century all of the great 
players of the land have passed in review before 
him. Famous players from across the sea have 
been watched by him from his chartered chair 
in the theater. He has seen merit temporarily 
obscured and incompetence flourish, but he hax 
also seen time correct these false and fleeting 
judgments. Among the blessings showered upon 
iim at his birth, he received from the -god« 
their rarest and most useful gift—an almost 
faultless memory. His library shelves bore 
thousands of volumes of reference books, but 
he seldom went inxide thelr covers, because his 
mind was an encyclopedia of literary and theat- 
rica] information. 


He took up the duties of dramatic critic the 
same month that William Winter did, but he 
outlasted that distinguished gentleman, Every 
performer of note thruout the country knew 
him—and loved him. Especially is that true of 
the great stars of the generation just disappear- 
ng. Men like Nat Goodwin, W. H. Crane, 
Stuart Robson, “‘Billy’’ Florence, John T. Rav- 
mond, Sol Smith Kussell, Lawrence Barrett and 
Edwin Booth—these men have sat with Goodale 
and visited like brothers. Others, too, unknown 
to fame, will cherish his memory. for countles« 
of these obscure players bold “priceless posses- 
sions” in the form of a frayed and aged bit of 
paper containing possibly a few commendatory 
words of the work of the owner clipped from 
the Free Press at the bottom of which are ap- 
pended the initials: “G, P. G.” 

Letters and telegrams of condolence are com- 
ing to the widow and The Free Press from 
people of prominence all over the country. Joln 
Drew wired: “In the death of George Goodale 


the American theater bas lost not only the dean, 
but the best, of its critics and friends.” 

A telegram from Mare Klaw reads: “It jx 
with sincere regret that 1 read this morning 
of the death of George Goodale. Will you 
kindly | convey to his relatives my keenest sym

Robson, playing the New Detroit, in 
Tish last week, said: “George Goodale was my 
olf and treasured friend. It was he who 
christened me the Bernhardt of comedy. I knew 
and loved him, as did all the members of my 

rofession fortunate enough to have known him. 
Toe last time I saw him he said: ‘My body may 
grow old and feeble, but my mind wil! always 
remain young.’ He was an idealist of the 
purest type."’ 

In 1915, on his completion of 50 years of serv- 
ice on The Free Press, the University of Mich- 
igan conferred upon him the degree of Master of 
Arts. He was the only nonprofessional member 
of the Lambs’ Club, New York, with all its 
privileges at bis disposal for life. 

Mr. Goodale’s funeral, which was eo by 
simplicity, took place Friday, May 9, with a 
short service at his summer home at 1 o'clock, 
and from St. Paul's Cathedral, this city, at 
2:30 o'clock. The solemn ritual was delivered 
by Dean Frederick Edwards and Herbert Water- 
ous sang. The great church was crowded to 
capacity. Floral offerings were in abundance, 
Fellow workers on The Free Press acted as pall- 
bearers. The remains were placed in the family 
plot in Woodmere Cemetery beside those of his 
first wife.—FRED FE.

The International Board and Executive Council wish to lay the following facts before 
the actors and actresses of this country regarding the latest promise of Mr. E. F. Albee to 
issue a play or pay and equitable contract to the vaudeville actors of this country. 


ON MARCH 6TH, 1ro01, Mr. B. F. Keith and Mr. Albee gave their word of honor as gen- 
tlemen that they would issue immediately to the actors of this country an equitable con- 
tract, and published this matter in all the New York papers. 


ON FEBRUARY THE 28TH, 1907, a written agreement was entered into between 
this organization and Messrs. B. F. Keith, E. F. Albee, Percy Williams and J. J. Murdock, one 
of the clauses of which was that an equitable contract should be issued. 


IN JUNE AND JULY OF torr it was stated in Variety that an equitable contract 
would be given to the actors in this country. The said contract was published in Variety, 
and the Board of Directors of the White Rats Actors’ Union was assured that the only stum- 
bling block to its being issued was the presence of Mr. Harry Mountford, and that if he were 
eliminated such contract would be issued immediately. 


IN THE LAST WEEK OF JUNE AND JULY, 1916, Mr. Albee, the United Booking 
Offices and the Vaudevill®Managers’ Protective Association published another equitable 
contract and said that it would be issued to all members of the National Vaudeville Artists. 


NOW IN APRIL, 1919, THE SAME PROMISE IS MADE. 


Not one of these other promises have been kept, not one equitable contract has been is- 
sued to the profession at large through the United Booking Offices, Mr. Albee, the Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Protective Association or the National Vaudeville Artists. 


If this time, however, the promise is kept and a play or pay and equitable contract is 
issued*it is the duty of every actor to keep this organization alive, so that the existence of 
that contract may be secured and prolonged. 


It is necessary for this organization to exist to see and insure that “What is given 
away with one hand is not taken away with the other.” 


If this promise of Mr. Albee’s to issue an equitable contract is to be kept, unless you 
join this organization and keep this order alive and going, there is no guarantee or reasonable 
security that such contract will continue to be issued. : es

continuance of this promised, equitable contract, but because it is through the ef- 
forts, struggles and fight of this organization and its leaders that such contract, if 
any, will be issued.

having engaged him, as he admits, why didn’t 
he take Mr, Goodman’s advice? Mr. Goodman 
6aw the revelation which Mr. Nugent’s action 
would create and warned him, but Nugent in- 
sisted that Mr. Goodman give the whole game 
away in his letter to The Billboard, which Mr, 
Goodman reluctantly did. Mr, Nugent says Mr, 
Goodman wrote at his, Mr. Nugent's, request 
the letter containing Mr, Nugent’s affidavit, but 
nowhere does Mr. Nugent tell us that he ate 
thorized Mr. Goodman to pay $175 for the in- 
sertion or whether it was Mr, Nugent's money, 
To judge from what Mr. Nugent says all he in- 
structed Mr. Goodman to do was to write the 
letter and send the affidavit to The Pillboard, 
therefore again I ask why was Mr. Goodman s0 
enxious to pay $175 to tell the world Mr, Nu- 
gent didn't write a certain letter and whose 
$175 was it? It evidently wasn’t Nugent’s 
money. because he says he will never permit 
anyone else to pay for anything he writes, so 
then why was Mr. Goodman anxious to spend 
$175 on Mr. Nugent? I know why, but I wait 
for a public answer to this next week. 

When Mr, Nugent says that there was no 
question of his letters being paid for by Va- 
Tiety he either forgets or makes a mistake, 
for in 1917 when Mr. Nugent was writing to 
Variety Sime Silverman demanded that Nugent 
pay for his letters, and for that reason Mr, Nu- 
gent's last effusion in 1917 appeared in The 
Billboard, so at one time or other there was 
some discussion between the editor of Variety 
and Mr. Nugent as to the payment of Nugent’s 
letter. 

Mr. Nugent suggests that the Federal Investi- 
gation should go into his connection with the 
United Booking Offices. I regret exceedingly 
that Mr, Nugent isn’t important enough to 
waste the time of the United States Govern- 
ment on, otherwise I should have been most 
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happy to have used my Influence to oblige him, 
and for which he may thank his lucky stars. 


It is not my intention to here discuss what 
Mr. Nugent pleases to call ‘“‘art’ with him. His 
opinion of my brain power is just as irrelevant 
as would be any discussion of my opinion of 
Mr, Nugent as an artist or an actor, or how 
he obtains his routes or time, but when Mr, 
Nugent will discuss with me the condition of 
the profession, politely, courteously and at least 
as an artist should, I will take up the question 
with him either in writing, on a public plat- 
form or in a theater. 


Mr. Nugent thinks he scores a great point 
when he says that I only said I “did not write, 
inspire or dictate the J. C. N. letter’ and that 
I did not say “or have knowledge of it before 
publication.” I could not use the last phrase 
because that would be untrue, for I did see it 
before it was published, Mr. Donaldson showed 
it to me and I asked him to publish it, even 
tho as I pointed out in my letter it could de 
construed as libel. And as I am always sure of 
my facts before making a statement I spoke 
the truth and did not write an untruth. 

But Mr, Nogent was not so careful. He says 
he read somewhere recently of “‘Mr, Mountford 
turning green at Mr. Fogarty'’s testimony.” I! 
don't know where he read it, but the color, 
“green,” suggests that other friend of the 
managers, Variety. At any rate it is untrue, 
There was nothing in Fogarty’s testimony ta 
make me turn any color, nor am J in the habit 
of changing either my color or my coat. I do 
not one year make a speech advocating and 
bringing on a big strike and some time after 
that appear as a public enemy of labor organi- 
zations and of strikes and of the very order that 
I was instrumental in causing to strike. 

It is also extraordinary and difficult to un- 
derstand how J. ©, Nugent, who once boasted 
in one of his letters that he carried a card in 
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not know that this organization is affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor and 
that to attack an organization affiliated with 
that body is against the rules, constitution 
and by-laws of the American Federation of 
labor. But what are rules, constitutions, by- 
laws or facts when Mr. Nugent sees a type- 
writer or smells ink? 


Mr. Nugent's position is so clear to all think- 
ing actors and to me, and I believe to him, 
too, that it exeuses his personal abuse and 
gutter snipe innuendo. When this country was 
at war with Germany anyone who wrote letters 
sympathizing with Germany was a pro-German 
and an enemy of this country. Anyone who 
wrote letters attacking this country or its officers 
in the conduct of the war was similarly a pro- 
German and an enemy of this country. This is 
exactly Mr. Nogent’s position. We are at war 
with the United Booking Offices, and whether 
Mr. Nugent likes it or not we are the organized 
actors of this country. We are the only ones 
recognized by the American Federation of Labor. 
and when Mr, Nugent writes letters attacking 
us and our policy he is pro-managerial and an 
enemy of the organized actor, a friend of the 
managets and an enemy of the actor. 

Everyone knows it and everyone wonders why? 
There must be some reason for it. Is it per- 
sonal conceit? Is it vanity? Is it jealousy 
or is it hope of reward? These are the only 
possible reasons, for Mr, Nugent admits that 
be bas no remedy for the present conditions 
and that he has no solntion or suggestion where- 
by the actor might be benefited. 

As an example of Mr, Nugent's method of 
argument, which I understand is looked upon 
with great favor among lUlttle boys and old 
women over backyard fences, and I have no 
doubt also in the very narrow and limited in- 
tellectual circle of which Mr. Nugent is the 
head, he says Mr, Mountford does not men- 
tion where he was during the war. The intent 


of this is apparent, the suggestion is plain, 
and as such I have no doubt was reread and 
reread by Mr. Nugent and considered by him as 
a smashing retort. I have no doubt Mr, Nu- 
gent read it to John Charles Nugent and to 
John C. Nugent and to J. C. Nugent and all 
other members of the celebrated Nugent family, 
and it was unanimously regarded as being, in 
the words commonly used on Mr, Nugent’s men- 
tal level, “‘some comeback.” 

I fail to see where I was during the war has 
anything to do with the subject, but if Mr. 
Nogent is really interested in it, let me tell 
him that my war record in France, England, 
Canada and this country will bear favorable 
comparison with that of any other man of my 
age, and it is one of which I am not the least 
bit ashamed. but rather the reverse. 

I have always found in Mr. ‘Nugent's letters 
and articles gross and culpable misstatements 
of facts and that is one of my main reasons for 
looking upon Nugent as a danger to the actor 
of this country. When you have a good case 
there is no need to lie. When your cause is 
just it is never necessary to invent facts. When 
your conscience is clear one need never pray for 
help at the shrine of Ananias. Mr, Nugent says 
“my boosting of Liberty Bonds shows much 
better jodgement as to the value of security 
than my similar boosting of the White Rats’ 
Bonds of Sad Memory.” 


I challenge Mr. Nugent to produce one shred 
of evidence that I ever boosted White Rat 
bonds. I challenge Mr, Nugent to produce one 
actor whom I ever asked to buy White Rat 
bonds. I challenge Mr. Nugent to produce one 
bit of writing in any paper, one statement from 
me in any paper where I not only did not boost 
White Rat bonds, but where I even suggested 
they should be bought. 

Now, Mr. Nnogent, in my last letter I asked 
you five questions. You did not answer one of 
them, perhaps, as you say, because you were 


“busy with more important things,’ tho you 
had time to write some 1,500 words of personal 
abuse and vituperation of me, so I will give 
you a little less to do, 

You of your own free will and over your own 
signature and voluntarily without any sugges- 
tion from anyone accuse me of boosting White 
Rat bonds. Now. then, Mr. Nugent, when, 
where and how did I do that? Make good your 
statement. If you can’t and I know you can’t 
we will let the profession judge between us. 

Please, and I make this my last request, 
whatever else you may see fit to say, however 
far from the subject you choose to roam, unless 
you answer this one simple question based upon 
your own statement, or unless you apologize 
for this misstatement and express your regret 
for writing that which is not true, tell me how 
can any decent man in the future pay any at- 
tention to what Nugent says, does or writes?

SUCCESSFUL TOUR 
Ended by Faversham-Elliott 


Play to an Average of $15,000 a 
Week for Twenty Weeks— 
‘May Make Short Tour 
of South, Next Fall 


New York, May 10.—William Faversham and 
Maxine Elliott complete tonight in Montreal one 
of the most successful transcontinental tours 
made by a dramatic attraction in the history of 
the American stage. Last season Mr. Faver- 
sham and Miss Elliott visited the chief cities 
as far west as Chicago in Lord and Lady Algy. 
The tour just completed began in New York 
City at Christmas, and extended to the Pacific 
Coast and back thru Western Canada. Twenty 
weeks were played, the gross receipts averaging 
$15,000 weekly. In St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Los Angeles and Toronto, and in the half weeks 
played in Columbus, 0.; Indianapolis, Omaha, 
Denver, Salt Lake City, Oakland, Portland, 
Seattle, Calgary and Minneapolis, the business 
went over $17,000 weekly. The largest single 
week was that divided between Seattle, Vic- 
toria, B. C., and Vancouver, B. C., when the 
gross totaled $18,678.25. The dozen one-night 
stands visited each. gave the stars an average 
of $2,000 a performance, while such cities as 
Colorado Springs, Victoria, B. C., and London, 
Ont., topped this figure, the record house of the 
tour being that in Victoria, when the receipts 
reached $3,106.00, 

A $2.50 top scale was charged, this being the 
first dramatic attraction to sustain this policy 
everywhere, with no single exception, outside 
the two Subway theaters played. In some cities 
$3 was charged, and experience proved that the 
highest priced seats invariably sold out first. 

Miss Elliott’s plan to sail for England imme- 
diately made it necessary to close the tour in 
Montreal. Managers thruout the South have 
been insistent that Mr. Faversham and Miss 
Elliott bring Lord and Lady Algy to the South 
next season, so it is possible that a short pre- 
liminary tour, lasting until Christmas, may be 
made next fall, provided Miss Elliott decides 
to continue on the stage another season. 

The definite plans for Mr. Faversham 
Miss Elliott will be announced shortly.

—also from Canada, South America, Great 
Britain—many in Spanish, Greek and Yiddish 
language. It is thru the news agencies that 
these papers are obtained at a reasonable dis- 
count, each paper bearing a date not more than 
two days old from Chicago, and many of the 
current date from Philadelphia, and are so ar- 
ranged and classified that a soldier never re 
ceives the same paper twice. With her assist- 
ants Miss Luce sends the papers labeled with 
the soldier’s floor, ward and bed number all 
systematically arranged so that the desired pa- 
per is in his bands with the least appreciable 
delay. And the boys bave grown to look for- 
ward for the daily delivery with an eagerness 
that touches the heart, 


Many serious cases have leaped forward to a 
happy convalesence after qa boy bas seen his 
own town paper—read about his friends—even 
looked at the advertisements, and one boy, 
miserable and lonely, cried out, after seeing a 
woman's pictured face, “Why that’s my 
mother!’’ 


So many beautiful incidents have resulted 
from the great service thus rendered that in 
future issues of The Billboard many of these 
stories will appear. Miss Luce has the able 
assistance of the ‘Misses Louise Goodwin, Sadie 
Appleton, Imogen Taylor and Mesdames Roths- 
child and Beresford. 


This “home paper service” also extends to 
Gun Hill Base Hospital, which gets 180 copies;

My Dear Miss Dupree: . 

When I rushed you thru the wards on Friday 
there were many things I wanted to say to you 
about the wonder-working “home newspaper” 
situation—but it is difficult to talk before the 
men, and besides that I have never yet found 
a quiet spot ‘n which to hold ordinary conversa- 
tion. “le generally shriek and then are fright- 
fully mortified when the noises stop suddenly 
and leave us in midair. 

May I say just this one thing? That we are 
all paying homage to Miss Luce for carrying 
out this wonderful piece of work which the 
Stage Women’s War Relief is backing so en- 
thusiastically. It is such a huge thiag, and it 
means an unlimited amount of work and tact 
and patience—yet it is carried as easily and 
with as little friction as if the papers dropped 
from the sky—with the label of the fortunate 
man’s floor, ward and bed number neatly and 
systematically ready for delivery. (Having 
seen about a twentieth part of the work last 
Friday you will realize what the other nine- 
teen parts mean!) 

I have spoken first of the groundwork (per- 
haps because as a librarian good workmanship 
appeals so stroncly), but I wish you could see 
the joy of the men for this service! They are 
so pitifully eager for home news and they for- 
get even the hideous “dressings” when their 
minds are buried in what they call a “full- 
sized paper from God’s own country.”” I have 
seen a man asleep with the paper tucked under 
his cheek—too exhausted to read it, yet would 
not give it up. And men in wheel chairs have 
raced after us calling out ‘You the paper 
lady?” “Of course I live so far away I don't 
suppose there is any chance?’ And such glori-

The actual work of play construction is one 
of the minor details in Miss Crothers* daily 
routine Unlike other American dramatists, she 
not only turns out the completed manuscript, 
but also selects the cast and stages the play 
»_ its entirety. 

“Upon the care plays receive during the first 
Stage,’’ says Miss Crothers, ‘‘depends the de- 
free of success they are to enjoy after the 
premiere, If the play is given into the hands 
of an unsympathetic director, who thinks his 
business is merely that of humanizing the 
characters, it almost inevitably follows that the 
production is destined for the storehouse.’’ 

Speaking of the actual writing of the play, 
Miss Crothers says: ‘‘l write on unruled, yel- 
low paper, which I can buy for a nickel @ pad, 
and as I write I take care to put down the 
Stage directions with the dialog. This last is 
really quite important, for if one writes the 
dialog first and then returns to the filling in 
with the stage directions later one will find 
that the fresh, spontaneous understanding of 
the situation has gone. In other words, one 
fs apt to make the stage directions mechanical 
and artificial by the second method, and the 
Stage directions are every bit as important as 
the dialog. In certain situations of the play 
they will be of paramount importance. 

“My first step in writing a play is the per- 
ception of a definite idea or thesis—not so 
much a step, perhaps, as a starting point. I 
mention this because there are many play- 
wrights who, we are told, begin with a cbar- 
acter; others, still, with the story. My expe- 
rience is that the idea comes first, the charac- 
ters second and the story last of all. But the 
characters are not mechanically superimposed 
on the idea or used as illustrations of a pre- 
conceived thesis. They are inseparable from 
the idea at the start. Together with my per- 
ception of the idea comes spontaneously an 
imaginative picture of the characters in the 
lives of whom the idea is inextricably inter- 
woven, 

“The story is a secondary thing and quite the 
most mechanical part of writing a play. It is 
the situations that require the most effort and 
forcing. The characters, once they are strong- 
ly and sympathetically visualized, seem almost 
to write their own speeches. If they are not 
‘rich’ characters and have to be built up, then 
they give just as much trouble, if not more 
trouble, than the story itself. 

“To continue, however, with my method of 
writing, I sketch out my first act after the ques- 
tions of idea, clraracters and story are settled. 
Before I write anything on paper at all, except 
brief memory notes, I see clearly what the end 
of the play will be. Altho character is the 
important and interesting thing, 1 never find 
my characters galloping away with the story; 
the idea holds them firm, 

“When I begin my writing I carefully draw 
a plan for the stage arrangement of doors, 
chairs, tables, etc. In putting down the dia- 
log I also put down the stage directions, as I 
have said before. By and by the play is fin- 
ished. Finally, being fortunate enough to pos- 
sess the aptitude and training for it, I produce 
the play myself. And that is about all there 
is to it.”

In its issue of April 10 The Stage, published 
in London, comments editorially at great length 
on the trouble between the Actors’ Association 
and ©. B. Cochran. “On April 2,’ says the 
editorial, “Mr. C. Jesson, in the Honse of Com- 
mons, asked the Minister of Labor whether his 
attention had been called to ‘the threat of Mr. 
C. B. Cochran to lock ont all actors and act- 
resses who belong to the Actors’ Union,’ and 
whether he could see his way to offer the serv- 
ices of his department to remove any cause of 
friction that might lead to a dispute involving 
the trade unions representing the actors, mu. 
sicians and employes. Sir R. S. Horne replied 
that no complaint had been received. and that 
he would inquire into the matter. The Actors’ 
Association, it is needless to say, is ready to 
welcome any official investigation. We believe 
that an intimation to that effect has already 
been made to the Lord Chamberlain on the sub- 
ject of payment for rehearsals, The Lord 


Chamberlain lately, of his own motion, ap- 
proached the Actors’ Association concerning the 
nonpayment of rehearsals, a practice that he 
supposed to be confined to bogus managers. 
Iie was informed that the practice was gen- 
eral, and he expressed his great surprise at the 
fact and his extreme disapprobation. Whether 
he has since taken the matter up with the man- 
agerial associations we do not know, but it is 
as well that Mr. Cochran should be infor™ned 
that the association has, as a logical conse- 
quence, the support of the chief licensing au- 
thority of London theaters in the very moder- 
ate complaint that the Council published against 
unpaid rehearsals in the aggravated form 
adopted by this manager. The information 
may also be useful to the Minister of Labor.” 
After quoting at length from a letter of 
Fred Russell, official spokesman of the Variety 
Artists’ Federation in Ine Performer, the edi- 
torial continues, in part: “It is questionable, 


promisccuity the theatrical profession can never 
get the status to which it is entitled. The 
fallacy that art must have its own way is ex- 
ploded. If it is left to itself, without tend- 
ing, without control, art becomes merely & 
rank growth. It has been left to itself on the 
stage, and the consequences are seen in the loss 
of acting standards, to say nothing of the 
terrible economic plight of the bulk of actors 
for many years past. The only recovery now, 
as we have pointed out, is thru economic 
means, and the first step in that direction is 
for actors to co-ordinate their forces, as the 
Council of the Association proposes they should 
do.””

tors’ Association by Mr, Cochran. The asso- 
ciation proposes that after an agreed date 
no member of the association, excepting actor 
or actress-manager, should appear in any cast 
that is not entirely composed of members or 
probationary members of the association. This 
remedy, not merely for such action as Mr. 
Cochran’s, but also for the abuses to which the 
present promiscuous recruiting of the theatrical 
ranks lends itself, may seem drastic, but we 
believe it to be necessary, as much in the in- 
terests of all responsible managers as of ail 
qualified actors. There -is no suggestion 
that the association should be made a close 
corporation, in the sense that newcomers should 
be excluded, On the contrary, the association 
is open to probationary members, and the Coun- 
cil is even ready to adjust the question of the 
minimum salary in relation to such members. 
But what the association cannot afford to do is 
to see all attempts at the most elementary 
form of organization weakened or nullified by 
the unchecked importation of blackleg labor. 
The Council does not say that managers who 
are unwise enough to employ such labor, which 
can only lead to inefficient performance, shall 
not employ it, but that in such circumstances 
members of the association shall stand on one 
side. This principle is not peculiar to industrial 
trade unions. It obtains in the organizations 
of the best professions, and to it is due the 
high standing that they enjoy, With the old 


those who most love the theater,’? says Mr. 
Ilall, to detect, at a time when they were be- 
ginning to despair of it as a defender of the 
classic drama, a revival of interest in the plays 
of the Bard of Avon. This revival of interest 
is as yet confined too largely to the players, 
but in it there is contagion which eventually

“The theater cannot long exist on a hand to 
Mouth plan; the consumption of plays outruns 
their production; without basing its activity in 
part upon the immortal works of the founders 
of our drama the stage must soon or later 
find itself impoverished. The policy, for some 
years prevalent, of letting each season take 
care of itself, of growing each winter in the 
dramatic hothouse an entirely new crop, is un- 
sound and in the long run unprofitable. The 
theater rightly enough may be made a bauble 
shop, but to say that it shall not be also a 
treasure house is to misunderstand its pur- 
pose, misjudge its possibilities, and display 
ignorance of its past. 


“The stage may batten for a while on frivol 
and sensation, but it must ‘urn at last, for 
recovery of its reputetion and its influence, to 
its historic purpose. This purpose is rooted in 
the everlasting works of its ancient masters, 
and from these works, if the purpose would 
blossom anew, it must draw its revivifying sap. 
The theater does not enjoy a full life without 
deriving strength from all its past; the stage 
which insists upon being exclusively modern 
and topical is as little representative as would 


be an art museum whose walls never held a 
picture more than six months old. Sophocles 
has as much right In the theater as Owen Da- 
vis, and Max Marcin and Willard Mack can 
present no claim to attention, even in this red 
and rushing time, that cannot be offered by 
Moliere or any Blizabethan or Restoration 
dramatist.””

Eileen Huban, David Belasco’s young star in 
Dark Rosaleen, the comedy of Irish life, is 
herself Irish—and proud of it, 

“My three loves are my mother, my work, 
and Ireland,’ says Miss Huban. “Ireland last, 
the not least!"’ 

Born somewhere on the shores of old Gal- 
way, she possesses the vivid imagination char- 
acteritsic of her race, along with an engaging 
personality and an ability to act with a nat- 
uralness that leads the interviewer to remark: 
“She gives the impression of being a living 
embodiment of ancient Irish folklore, with an 
imagination that makes even the interviewer 
forget about the theater,’* 

“While I never had thought of going on the 
stage,”’ says Miss Huban, “‘which I regarded 
as one of those things too far off—as one of 
the impossible things of life too wonderful to 
think of, almost—I always loved being some 
one else, As a little girl I always loved the 
fairy stories and folklore tales that I read. 
In my imagination I lived many an Irish tale, 
I loved the fairies and believed in them—even 
yet do I believe in them. 

“I was forever pretending that I was some- 
body else, and I never, since @ youngster, have 
changed. I still like to be alone and to read 
continually. 

“I do not believe 1 ever will get over this 
love of being some one else. On the stage now 
I am doing what I always did in my own mind 
as a child—living fairy stories, 

“About acting—I never feel as if I am act- 
ing. It always seems to me to be an outlet 
for something inside of me. If I did not act 
I do not know what I would do. When I am 
not playing I feel all full of something that I 
have got to express or get rid of.” 

None of Miss Huban'’s family was ever on 
the stage. She was born in Longhrea, County 


‘| of Galway, in the west of Ireland, and remained 


there until she was fifteen years old, when 
she finished school, always having been in a 
convent. Soon afterward she came to Amer- 
ica. 

“Arriving in New York, I found things much 
changed,” she says. ‘‘I could not go to the 
movies, and had to go to bed at 9 o'clock at 
night. Three of my seven sisters kept me in. 
I did not have to do that in Ireland, Over 
there 1 did pretty much as I pleased and I 
felt this restraint. Not. knowing what to do 
with myself, 1 took up music, since I always 
wanted to be a singer. In this way I began to 
meet people associated with the stage. But 
I wasn't keen to go on the stage and never was 
stage struck. I always adored the theater, 
however. 

“My first stage appearance was in The Grass- 
hopper, which was followed by my appearing 
in Barrie’s Old Friends, then in On With the 
Dance with John Mason, and afterward in 
Cheating Cheaters, in Chicago, and earlier this 
last season in Crops and Croppers, I never 
appeared on the stage in Ireland, never be- 
longed to Lady Gregory’s Irish Players. I! 
never even saw any of their plays. 

“My favorite pastime away from the stage 
is having fun with my dear mother. We are 
always joking and ‘carrying on’ together, and 
we sit for hours at a time and talk of Ireland. 
And then, you see, I bave many sisters to see, 
and many nephews—seven of them, all sons of 
one sister, 

***All the world’s a stage,’ perhaps, but the 
stage is not all the world.’’

“There are a great many persons on the 
stage who have peculiarities,” says George 
Arliss, “‘but I do not remember any one har- 
ing been accused by an audience of possessing 
Personality who had not great sincerity. It is 
the fact that the actor is feeling and living 
the life of the man he is impersonating that 
compels his features and his body to have free 
Play, and so the real flesh and blood man is 
seen. The individuality of the actor cannot be 
stifled if the actor himself is feeling and living 
his part. It may be charged, then, that per- 
sonality is a bar to varied characterization. I 
think not. Let us suppose that it takes 100 
attributes to make a personality plus a char- 
acterization—now it only requires ten of these 
to assimilate the character of an old roue— 
the other ninety are required to make him a 
vital human creature. One of the ten {s used 
to keep the limbs a trifle stiff. another to give 
a slight limp perhaps, No. 3 to infuse a little 
readiness into the eyes, No. 4 to soften the 
voice, No. 5 to care of a slower delivery, and 
so on, But out of the remaining ninety flow 
all the other springs of life that belong to the 
actor and are always playing and being drawn 
upon and governed by his imagination. Pe- 
cullarities and mannerisms may sometimes at- 
tach themselves to personality, but they must

It is very satisfactory to learn that the 
“Mother Carey’s Chickens’ case has at last 
been settled, with the exception of the claims 
of two members, who went to outside lawyers. 
The claim was for money actually earned, but 
there is little doubt that without the assistance 
of the association our members would have had 
considerable difficulty in obtaining what was 
due them, 

Another case which was compromised this 
week, and which is quite old and arrived at the 
stage of being put on the calendar for trial, 
gives to our members a sum of money which 
while not much in itself is none the less 
pleasant to receive. It concerned a company 
which, after rehearsing the allotted period, 
played three nights in Atlantic City, came to 
New York, laid off until Saturday, and then 
closed the following Saturday. We contended 
that the layoff between Atlantic City and New 
York was not justified; that the season should 
be continuous, and while no contracts had been 
issued to the actors we were able to win our 
point—or at least to secure a satisfactory com- 
promise, 

Selfishness is the root of most evil. When @ 
Manager discusses the relations between his 
particular class and actors he generally cites 
some individual experience in which he has been 
treated badly. We on our side are apt to do 
the same thing. No one can get everything he 
wants, and it would not be good for him if he 
could, Therefore, in discussing the question of 
what the association should or should not do, 
let him treat it in the broadest possible way. 
Let us think as a body of what is best for the 
‘theater’ as an institution. Is it not our work- 
sbop, and also our temple, wherein we reverence 
a God of Art, which, now and then, not as fre- 
quently as could be wished, inspires us to do 
something beautiful? 

Individualistic opinions lead one to ridiculous 
excesses. For instance, one lady said: “I 
won't come into the A, E. A. until you join 
labor."’ And another said: ‘I won't come into 
the A. B. A, because I am afraid you are going 
to join labor.” As our vice-president, Mr. Mc 
Rae, once sald at a public meeting: ‘“‘Let us

“Suddenly, after scores of centuries, all this 
inertia became eagerly known as the Little 
Theater movement.

We can appeal to the jingo spirit, which is 
just as human as it is universal. It is the 
hardest one to overcome, The junker class fed 
on it. The same type in America, England, 
France, Russia and Italy will feed on it. 

The other type is the constructive type, which 
sees that what is needed at this trying hour is 
vision, hope and charity. A higher idealism 
in business and politics, A dream of spiritual- 
ire? business and a conscious effort to place 
religion and ethics on a higher business plane, 
The Sermon on the Mount must be brought to 
the valleys and taught on the plains, The 
Golden Rule must be translated into the lives 
of the people. We must make service pay.

Helen Grahame Wait, a new American so- 
prano, was presented by Fortunato Gallo of the 
San Carlo Opera Company in a concert at 
Akron, O., on the evening of May 6. 

Alexandra Carlisle, star of The Country 
Cousin Company, is to open a voice culture 
school in Boston after her season terminates at 
Brooklyn on May 24. 

Mme, Sturkow-Ryder gave a recital at her 
studios in Chicago on May 6, and immediately 
afterward left to give a series of six concerts 
in Kansas and Oklahoma, 

Rochester, N. Y., is to have a permanent 
symphony orchestra of ninety players. Arthur 
Alexander is to be conducter, and an auditorium 
seating 3,500 ig being built to house the or- 
chestra, 

The Kouns Sisters, who scored so snuecessfully 
in America, are repeating their triumph in Paris 
and London, according to news contained in a 
letter recently received by their teacher, Her- 
man Devries, 

The Texas Federation of Music Clubs held a 
three-day convention at Sherman, Tex., May 


1 to 3, with more than fifty members present. 
On the opening night a concert was given by 
Texas artists. 

The musical department of the College of 
Emporia (Kan.) will sing Handel’s Dettinger 
Te Deum at its festival this year. The work 
will be sung May 20, with the support of the 
Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra, 

Mrs. Ella May Smith, of Columbus, 0., has 
been elected a member of the executive board of 
the Society for the Foundation of a National 
Conservatory. The board holds but twenty-one 
members in America, and election to member- 
ship is a signal honor for this brilliant woman, 


Musical circles will be interested to learn that 
Sigmund Romberg, the composer, has signed a 
contract for a term of years with M. Witmark 
& Sons whereby the latter will act as the ex- 
clusive publishers of Mr. Romberg’s compo- 
sitions, 

The Opera Players will hold forth again this 
summer at Parsons’ Theater, Hartford, Conn., 
opening May 26, with Frank Moulan as come- 
dian and Fern Rogers as prima donna. Wil- 
liam ff. Stevenson will again manage the 
troupe. 

Carnegie Hall, New York, was filled to the 
doors on the afternoon of May 2 for the last 
concert of the New Orchestra with Arthur 
Bodansky as conductor, This ends the series 
of concerts planned by a group of New York 
women and begun by Paul Verese, a French 
conductor. 

An audience that is said to have surpassed 
any previous concert audience in America in 
size heard Enrico Caruso in Convention Hall, 
Kansas City, on the night of May 5. More 
than 10,000 people were seated in the great 
hall, filling all available seats. ' The gross re- 
ceipts totaled $19,150, 

When Eugene Ysaye, conductor of the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony Orchestra, returns next fall 
from France and Belgium he will bring Mme. 
Ysaye with him. Since the opening of the 
war and the destruction of their Belgian home 
Mme. Ysaye, with her two daughters and their 
children, has been living at Nice, France. 

Eufemia Giannini, soprano, a Philadelphian 
who has sung in opera at Turin, Italy, gave her 


first concert on the evening of May 6 at Aeo- 
lian Hall, New York. Her program included 
airs from Puccini’s Boheme, Tosca and Manes, 
Verdi’s Traviata and Charpentier’s Louise, Her 
Songs in English included one from Herbert's 
Princess Pat. 

An interesting program of old music has been 
arranged by Sacha Votichenko for his next 
Studio concert May 18, Rosbanara will give 
a series of costume dances and Votichenko wilt 
play a number of delightful old melodies of the 
past on the tympanon. One of the quaint num- 
bers on the program is a minuet by Lulli, who 
is often called the father of French music, 

A season of French opera is in prospect for 
New Orleans. Harry Loeb, a well-known 
Southern concert impresario, isone of the lead- 
ers in the movement. lle and Louis Verande 
will organize and direct a company which is to 
give a season of modern and standard operas 
from November 11, 1919, to February 10, 1920. 
They intend to sail for Paris soon to select 
artists for the company. 

Gertrude Mandelstamm, of Jacksonville, Tex., 
has been selected as soloist with the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, out of 4,000 contestants. 
After the best ten piano students had been se- 
lected from the 4,000 the number was reduced 
to three, and finally before a committee com- 
posed of Harold Bauer, Mischa Levitzky and 
Frederic Stock, Miss Mandelstamm was given 
first place. 

The casts for the operas to be sung this sea- 
son by the Kansas City’Grand Opera Company 
are largely professional. In addition to Mr. 
and Mrs. Ottley Cranston, former Savage and 
Aborn stars, there is Paul Lawless, onetime 
soloist with the Minneapolis Symphony Or- 
chestra, and now a teacher of singing in Kan- 
sas City. Gladys Cranston will piay the name 
role in Maritana the opening night, Monday, 
May 19, instead of Lilllebelle Barton, who will 
alternate with her. 

It is announced thot the third season of the 
Society of American Singers will begin at the 
Park Theater, New York, on Monday, October 
13, and will continue twenty weeks. The sea- 
son's repertory will embrace light operas se- 
lected from the best American works, a cycle of 
Gilbert & Sullivan operas and @ number of the 
lighter and most popular works of the French 
end Italian schools of opera comique, all in 
English. Practically all of the singers of the 
Past season have been re-enzaged and many pew 
ones added. 


EDISON SYMPHONY

New York, May 10.—Next year the Edison 
Symphony Orchestra will give a series of eight 
concerts, on the first Thursday evening of each 
month, beginning October 2, The price for all 
seats on the main floor and in the balcony is to 
be 15 cents, with no war tax.

Where the bookings are known 
there is a chance for carnivals and circuses to 
avoid the towns where a chautauqua jis booked. 
Moving pictures will also be largely guided by 
this information, as they are willing to give 
way fo the chautauqua—they know that the 
tickets are already sold, and the chautauqua 
will do the business. I¢ is only fair to all other 
forms of amusement that this information be 
made as general as possible. 

There are a few managers who look upon the 
local committeemen as their personal property. 
They deal with the committeemen even as Ar- 
mour deals in cattle. A little publicity will 
cure most of your ills, and, as it is already 
making it harder for the gum-shoe manager to 
conduct his business under cover, we are certain 
that this season The Billboard will be able to 
present a complete record of a greater number 
of chautauqua programs than ever before. 

A few minutes given to this work of helping 
other chautauqua committeemen will be _ re- 
warded many fold, for it is our intention to 
mail the reports from time to time to all com- 
mitteemen who co-operate with us, so that you 
will see how the others report on the same at 
tractions.

CHAUTAUQUA COMMITTEE REPORTS 

Lee Francis Lybarger, 
ternational Lyceum and Chautauqua Associa- 
tion. read a paper before the convention, in 
which he said, among other things: 

“In the game of baseball every man has his 
‘batting and fielding record’ open to the public, 
to which he can appeal. We have nothing. We 
are largely the victims—or the henefactors—of 
whim. caprice, prejudice and self-interest All 
reputations in the lyceum and chautauqua rest 
more upon fancy and gossip than upon fact. 
Under the present system the actual effects pro- 
duced by each attraction upon public audiences 
are wholly unknown. 

“We must devise a system of grading talent 
by public andiences not only as a matter of jus- 
tice to both talent and managers, but for the 
Protection and benefit of the ultimate consumer 
—the public. Committeemen ought to be able 
to purchase lyceum and the people to 
attend these courses with at least as much ad- 
vance information as have the patrons of base- 
hall. Nothing would 
ereasing the public's 
attraction.

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SOME INSIDE FACTS ABOUT THE 
PLATFORM MAGAZINE 


Tbe Platform Magazine had a struggle for 
some time and had felt the “flu’’ epidemic 
more than a less firmly established publication 
naturally would feel it, the result being that 
on Saturday, March 1, there was a meeting of 
the creditors of this company held at The Plat- 
form office in Chicago, where, because of the 
refusal of one firm to join with the other cred- 
jrors in plans, for continuing the business 
whatever chance the magazine had to live 
was killed right there. The’ Billboard, 
being one of the creditors in this deal, had an 
interest in this. We have wanted to see The 
Platform and all other forms of lyceum and 
Chautauqua journalism and means of spread- 
ing news prosper. We have tried to encour- 
age all decent contemporaries. We tried to 
assist in saving this journal, 


The Platform was founded April, 1910, by 
Fred High, who conducted it until March 1, 
1917, when he sold it to Mr. A. L. Flude. At 
the time of the sale all debts then outstand- 
ing were assumed by High and all the accounts 
on the books were to be turned over to him. 
The office, ,ixtures, subscriptions, advertising 
contracts, good will and so forth were sold to 
Mr. Flude for a consideration of $1,500. 


Mr. Flude later on incorporated the business 
under the laws of Illinois for $5,000 and 
continued the publication of the magazine. He 
changed the plans of publication and increased 
the size and printed it on a much better quality 
of paper, dressed it in better clothes than it 
had even worn before. 

Mr. Flude sold, about a year ago, $4,500 
worth of the stock to Arthur B, Rice and 
David Meldrum. Later Edward Amherst Ott 
became interested financially and editorially 
with the company. February 7, 1919, Charles 
li King, lawyer, of Waukegan, IIL, sent out 
a letter to all creditors, which set forth the 
facts as he claimed he found them. We will 
give Attorney King’s findings, as we think they 
are of interest to the lyceum movement: 

“Representing some of the creditors of ‘The 
Platform,’ 701 Steinway Hall, Chicago, I am 
writing to see if the other creditors would agree 
to the appointment of some disinterested per- 
son as trustee to pro rate among the creditors 
such payments as can be made by debtor from 
time to time, 

“Such an arrangement seems to be the only 
alternative of bankruptcy proceedings, and it 
is the desire of the company, as the officers 
tell me, to pay their creditors in full, and if

bankruptcy proceedings are resorted to %¢ ts 
extremely doubtful that creditors would real- 
ize any material part of their claims, I have 
been unable to discover any assets other than 
the small office equipment and outstanding ac- 
counts of perhaps twelve or fifteen hundred dol- 
lars, the value of which is uncertain. 

“The indebtedness of the company aggregates 
$7,972.60, so that you can see that there is 
not much hope for the creditors if the concern 
is put into bankruptcy, unless a purchaser can 
be found who will pay a substantial price for 
the good will of the business. As I am in- 
formed, the business of this concern is de- 
tived from advertising for lecturers and peo- 
ple and societies interested in forum work, and 
this particular field of activity has been seri- 
ously affected by the prevalence of contagion 
thi, year, which, as you are aware, has greatly 
lessened the opportunity for public meetings 
and forum work. Those interested in the com- 
pany tell me that there is a prospect of re- 
newed activity the coming year, and if they 
are unmolested by the creditors and these claims 
are not pressed they believe that they can get 
upon their feet, and to this end have made 
arrangements to curtail expenses by taking 
quarters with one of the printing companies, 
which will get out the magazine and furnish 
the company office room as a consideration for 
the printing, thus curtailing much expense, 


“Unless all creditors agree to the appoint- 
ment of a trustee to pro rate payments to 
creditors, this scheme will not be eeffctive, 
and the only alternative will be bankruptcy. 

“I will be pleased to receive your suggestions 
upon this plan at your early convenience.”’ 

We were sorry to see the attitnde shown by 
some in this case. There is no time when 
manhood is shown to better advantage than 
when a fellowman comes staggering up tle 
hill with a load greater than he can carry, 
and some good, friendly hand gives him a lift, 
all the more creditable is it if that hand be the 
band of a creditor. For the man who would 
strike at that critical moment we have noth- 
ing in our vocabulary strong enough to describe 
our contempt and still get by Uncle Sam’s 
censorious guardians of the public morals. 

The great number of subscribers, the people 
who have paid for the magazine, they should 
get something for their money. No one should 
cheat them out of their rights, No one with 
an ounce of justice in his make-up would 
try to forget their rights. It’s not an easy 
thing to discontinue the publication a@ mag- 
azine. The Lyceum and Chautauqua movement 
is losing a great opportunity to better its stand- 
ing by encouraging the indifference and even 
open opposition shown to its journalistic ef- 
forts and to those who have served the move- 
ment in that field.

LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE 


No. 20 


The Billboard, whose stand on clean 
pictures is well known—as well known 
as its unyielding opposition to censor- 
ship—deems it a duty to warn the 
“National Association of the Motion 
Picture Industry” against the utterly 
preposterous idea that it can be the 
censor of its own pictures and of 
others. Surely the ancient maxim that 
no man can be a judge in his own case 
applies here with full force. The Na- 
tional Association must know that even 
a voluntary Board of Censors, consti- 
tuted by representatives of public 
opinion, carries very little conviction 
with legislators who want to create 
political censors within the borders of 
their particular States. The N. A. must 
realize with what scorn its self- 
created censorship would be met not 
only in the halls of legislation, but by 
the general public. 

There are fewer objectionable pic- 
tures before the public today than ever 
before in the history of the screen. To 
use the language of one of the organs 
of the N. A.: “Today the very great 
majority of pictures are clean.” 

This most desirable condition of af- 
fairs has been brought about not so 
much by any of the activities of the 
National Association, but by the great 
mass of exhibitors, who demand clean 
pictures, because the American people, 
with their sound morality, will patron- 


ize no other. The press, which but a 
few years ago threw its daily brick at 
the screen on general principles, today 
is an ally and protector of the picture. 


Why not let well enough alone? If 
in the course of twelve years and in 
the face of a persistent and un- 
scrupulous agitation for  censor- 
ship only four out of eight and forty 
States have adopted censorship the in- 
ference that the pictures are on the 
whole clean is irresistible. If the N. A. 
is really anxious about the good name 
of the screen and wants to keep ob- 
scene pic.u.°s away does it not know 
thru its eminent counsel that the ex- 
hibition of lewd and obscene pictures 
is an offense at common law or under 
specific statutes in every State and 
Territory in the Union? Search for the 
men wlh.o either produce, distribute cr 
exhibit lewd and obscene pictures, and, 
having found them, get the evidence 
and prosecute them to the limit. There 
isa field for you gentlemen of the N.A., 
a much better field for your activities 
than conjuring up the specter of legal- 
ized censorship. 


Of course we do not for one moment 
believe that the N. A. will carry out its 
plans as outlined in the press. We 
have not the slightest notion that the 
N. A. will erect a tribunal of self-in- 
quisition and issue its stamp of ap- 
proval etc., etc. We know that all this 
stuff is verbiage dedicated to Sweeney. 

What we take very seriously and re- 
gret deeply is the justified joy which 
the advocates of legalized censorship 
all over the country will take out of 
these recent vaporings of the N. A. If

SHIPP & FELTUS 
Finish Record Breaking Tour 


Trip to South American Coun- 
tries Extended Over Three 
Years--Quarters Estab- 
lished at Kingston 


New York, May 10.—As announced in last 
week’s Billboard the Shipp & Feltus Circus 
closed its tour at Kingston. Jamaica,, April 26, 
From that point the different members of the 
company embarked for the United States on 
several different ships of the United Fruit Com- 
pany, as transportation for all of the party could 

hot be secured on any oue-vessel. Edward Shipp 
ae) Roy Feltus, with their families, arrived in 
New York on the Abangarez May 6, and the 
rest of the company who have not already ar- 
rived will come in on the Turrialba May 12. 

The closing of the Shipp & Feitus Show 
brought to an end what is probably the longest 
continuous tour ever made by a circus company, 
The trip extended for three years, two months 
and seven days from the opening date and in 
all that time there was but one halt, this bei ing 
for five weeks at Sao Paulo, Brazil, on account 
of the influenza. The tour opened February Wy, 
1916, at Port Limon, Costa Rica, after which a 
complete tour of Panama, Eeuador, Peru, Bo- 
livia, Chili, Argentine and Brazil was made. 
On the return trip home stops were made at 
the West Indian Islands of Barbados, Trinidad 
and Jamaica, From every point of view the 
tour has been a big success. Records for big 
business and long seasons were established in 
all the large South American capitals, These 
included six weeks in Lima, Peru; six weeks 
in Santiago, Chile; nine weeks in Buenos Aires, 
five weeks in Sao Paulo, Brazil, and six weeks 
in Rio de Janeiro, From a financial standpoint 
Shipp and Feltus have never had a tour to 
compare with this one, and this is the highest 
compliment that can be paid to their popularity 
in South American cities. They have worked 
hard for their suecess, but have their reward in 
the fact that in a little more than eleven years 
they have succeeded in establishing themselves 
as the first organization of this kind which tours 
those countries, 


Arrangements were made and quarters estab- 
lished at Kingston, the closing point, where all 
the circus material is in storage and the horses 
comfortably looked after on a big farm. Mr. 
Shipp and Mr. Feltus are in New York for 
a short time, after which they will go home 
for a much needed re st, Mr, Shipp to Spring- 
field, Ill, and Mr, Feltus to Bloomington, Ind. 

For the next tour, which starts next winter 
and will last two years and include only the 
large cities of South America, the show will be 
considerably enlarged. The cirens acting com- 
pany and band will be augmented over those 
of former years so that their lineup and pre- 
sentation will eclipse anything of the kind 
presented before by this management, A com- 
plete new outfit of tents, wardrobe, ete... will 
be purchased, and the parade is to be improved 
by the addition of several new features, includ- 
ing an air calliope. 


BRILLIANT OPENING 


Had By Sig Sautelle’s Circus at En- 
glewood, N. 


O14 Sol did his darndest to shine brightly 
Saturday, May 3, and a real warm spot was 
Englewood, N. J., where the opening of Sig 
Sautelle’s Circus occurred with a bumper mat- 


inee. Under the most favorable conditions and 
with the entire equipment in first-class shape 
the day was a great event in the town, and 
the opening was a tremendous success. The 
big top was jammed to suffocation and the 
overflow crowds were sitting on the straw. Ev- 
erybody voted the show the best that Sig has 
carried in many a day. C, P, Farrington, the 
general agent, got back for the opening and 
when he looked at the bright sky he declared: 
““Well, this is Sautelle weather—always fine." 

Barney Demarest and Mr. Sautelle, the own- 
ers of the show, wore the smiles that would not 
come off—and the smiles broadened when they 
saw the mob that filled every available space.

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REBUILDING 
Plant of Indiana State Fair 


Improvements To Cost Hun- 
dreds of Thousands of Dol- 
lars—Many New Fea- 
{tures Planned 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 10. — The Indiana 
State Fair is this spring entering upon a 
building era which before many years promises 
to result in the rebuilding -of practically the 
whole “plant” of the Hoosier exposition at 
Indianapolis. The first move in this direction 
is in letting contracts for a new building for 
women, to cost $120,000; a building for the 
automobile show, to cost $120,000, and a 
sewer system for the entire fair, to cost about 
$7,500. Work on these three projects begins 
at once. In addition, improvements are to be 
made in the sheep and swine pavilions and 
the grand stand at the race track. 

The Legislature has authorized the Indiana 
Fair management to issue $500,000 worth of 
bonds, with the 214 acres of the fair tract as 
security, and from this source the revenues 
for the rebuilding program will be derived. 
Looking to the future, the exposition man- 
agers propose in 1920 to erect a cattle barn 
which will be the largest in America, and 
other structures on a big scale are in contem- 
Plation. 

Of the buildings to go up this year, that for 
women will be the most pretentious, and it 
Promises to attract the attention of fair man- 
agers of the United States. While its chief 
purpose is to display needlework, craftsman- 
ship, culinary products and other handiwork 
of Indiana women, the building, which will be 
of large dimensions and abounding in architec- 
tual beauty, will include a number of features. 
It will have two stories and a basement, the 
dimensions being 260x148 feet. A school of 
home economics will be opened, to continue 
for about a month and closing with the fair, 
for girls from Hoosier farms. Home plan- 
ning, ornamentation and management will be 
emphasized in the school. The building will 
contain a dormitory for the girls, it will have 
special galleries for the display of paintings 
and other pictures, it will contain a cafeteria, 
Where many thousands of women can obtain 
their meals, and many other ideas will be 
included, 

The Indiana Fair was the first in America 
‘to establish an automobile show as a feature. 
The new building to house the show will be a 
one-story structure, 232 by 372 feet in dimen- 
sions, with saw-tooth roof. The Indianapolis 
Automobile Trade Association, including both 
manufacturers and agents, will use the build- 
ing to stage two big shows a year, the first 
to be held during the fair and the second in 
the spring of each year. Between shows the 
building will be used by manufacturers and 
dealers to store their surplus cars, making the 
Structure yield a revenue to the fair manage- 
ment thruout the year. 

The two buildings and sewer system are to 
be ready for the next fair, which opens on 
September 1. 


GEORGIA STATE FAIR 


Macon, Ga., May 10.—Secretary Harry C. 
Robert is looking forward to a banner fair 
this year to compensate for the loss sustained 
last fall because of the influenza epidemic. 
“Keep your ear to the ground and you will 
soon hear more from us Georgia Crackers,’’ he 
says. 

The 1919 fair will be held October 22-31, 
and premiums and puses approximating $25,000 
will be distributed. Agricultural and live 
stock exhibits promise to be exceptionally good 
this year, and the boys’ and girls’ clubs and 
home economics department are preparing to 
make a big showing. A big government ex- 
hibit also will be a feature. The North Amer- 
ican Fireworks Co, will put on the spectacle, 
The Battle of St. Mihiel, and there will be 
numerous other entertainment features, 


POSTPONE EXPO. 


Chicago, May 10.—Because of government 
exhibits to be shown, the All-American Ex- 
position, which was to have been held at the 
Mm OColiscum in June, has been postponed to 
SemeAugust 30-September 14. The object of the 
exposition is to show the achievements of 
American citizens of foreign birth. 


WEBSTER (S. D.) FAIR 


Webster, S. D., May'10.—Thru the efforts 
of County Agent John A. Gunning and others 
it is now assured that a county fair will be 
held here this fall. The dates are to be 
selected soon. The exhibits of farm animals 
and poultry, as well as of other products, will 
receive more attention this year than ever be- 
fore, and it is expected that the exhibit feature 
will be the best in the history of the fair,

Exhibitors Want Their Money Back 


Attorneys Looking Into Arbitrary Old Fifteen-Cent 
Tax—Claim Proof That Vast Sums Have Been 
Collected by Exchanges Without Warrant 
of Law—Producers and Exchanges 
Bear None of Burdens of War 
Taxtation on Industry. 


A prominent firm of Washington, D. C, at- 
torneys with a wide practice in governmental 
departments has been retained by a large num- 
ber of exhibitors to recover moneys paid by ex- 
iibitors to certain film companies under the 
internal revenue laws. ‘The tax in question is 
the so-called 15 cents ree] tax, 


It will be remembered that when the govern- 
ment taxed all negative prints at one-quarter 
of a cent per print ail the film companies with 
the exception of the General Film Company, the 
Triangle Film Company, the old Mutual Pilm 
Company, and all the exchanges operated by 
George A. Kieine, exacted a tax of fifteen cents 
per reel for each day, to be paid by the ex- 
hibitor, In this way the producers and ex- 
changes passed the tax imposed upon them on to 
the exhibitors, who cither had to pay this tax 
or do without films, 

INIQUITOUS 15¢ TAX RIGIDLY ENFORCED 

A prominent exchange man, with wide experi- 
ence and well acquainted with conditions in 
every part of the country, told @ representative 
of The Billboard that this rule was everywhere 
rigidly adhered to, and that no discretion was 
allowed to any of the exchange managers. At 
the time this tax was put on the exhibitors the 
organized exhibitors all over the country made 
violent protests, and hundreds of exhibitors got 
into trouble with their exchanges by their 
consistent refusal to pay this tax, which, they 
claimed, had been foisted upon them not by 
Uncle Sam, but by the distributors and pro- 
ducers. After a while, however, most of these 
exhibitors decided it was impossible to fight 
such a strong combination of manufacturers, and 
they paid under protest and, as they felt at 
the time, under duress, 

The amounts f money collected by the ex- 
changes from the exhibitors under the regula- 
tions of the producers ran into the millions. 
The average exchange collected about $500 a 
week. At a fair and rather conservative esti- 
mate there are about five hundred exchanges 
in the country, including the regular program 
companies, the independents and the occasionals, 
If the average collection by each exchange ap- 
proximated $500 a week it can easily be figured 
out what the totals have been since the tax 
went into effect in Octpber, 1917, 

The attorneys have been at work for some 
time on the theory that much more money was 
collected than the law warranted. 


ARBITRARY METHODS OF EXACTION 


An exhibitor who has some knowledge of the 
workings of the revenue office, and who is well 
acquainted with the methods of collection fol- 
lowed by the exchanges, said to a Billboard 
representative: ‘The booking life of a film 
probably averages 75 days. Every time any 
reel left the exchange the exhibitor was taxed 
75 cents. This means that the producer col- 
lected $11.45 on every reel or nearly every 
ree] used. 


The taxes imposed on the producer was $5 a 
reel for every positive print and $2.50 a reel 
for every negative print. This shows that the 
exchange collected more than the $7.50, which 
(under its own interpretation) it was permitted 
to charge to the exhibitor. Of course I know 
that it was claimed at the time by the film 
companies that their accountants told them they 
would have to collect 15 cents a reel for every 
day in order to get the tax that they had to 
pay to the government. The estimates of these 
accountants in the employ of the producers are, 
of course, not final and subject to examination 
not only by officers of the internal revenue of- 
fice, but also by the men who have paid this 
money and who have every right to know what 


was done with the money. It*is quite possible 
that the exchanges collected only what was 
actually needed to cover the tax imposed by 
the government on the producer and by him 
passed on to the exhibitor. It is unthinkable, 
however, that the exchanges anywhere failed to 
collect the full amount of the tax they settled 
on the exhibitor, Every penny collected over 
and above the amount of thelr own tax must be 
returned to the exhibitor. It does not make a 


exhibitor agreed to pay any war taxes that 
might be imposed on film rentals. Up to date 
neither the exchanges nor the producers have 
paid one single solitary cent by way of film 
taxes and the entire burden of war taxation on 
the industry has been borne by the exbibitor. 

As soon as the information, still needed, is 
procured, and as soon as the necessary papers 
can be procured proceedings for the recovery 
of excess payments by exhibitors under the fif 
teen-cent rule will be begun against a number 
of prominent film companies, 

The Billboard will keep its readers advised of 
every stage in the proceedings. 


N. Y. STATE EXHIBITORS’ LEAGUE 
ACTIVE 


Succeeds in Opening the Cities of Bing- 
hamton, Hudson and Oswego for 
Sunday Motion Pictures 


The organized exhibitors of New York State, 
having won the great victory at Albany for 
Sunday opening, are not resting on their lau- 
rels, but are conducting a vigorous State-wide 
campaign for the benefit of those cities where 
motion pictures are not shown on Sunday. In

particle of difference if every cent collected by 
the exchanges was duly paid into the internal 
revenue office. If there have been excess pay- 
ments they have been forced by the exchanges 
and they must be returned to the men from 
whom they were collected,” 


The firm of lawyers in Washington has made 
extensive and patient investigations into the 
moneys forced from the exhibitors, and they 
propose to have a very full and accurate ac- 
counting. These attorneys believe that the 
producers in fixing an arbitrary amount of tax 
for the exhibitors did so at their peril, and are 
responsible for every cent collected over .and 
above $7.50 for every reel. Enough evidence 
is in the hands of the attorneys now, showing 
that in an astonishing number of instances the 
exhibitors paid from 50 cents to $2 per reel in 
excess of the tax imposed by the government 
on the producers and by them passed on to the 
exhibitor. While it is impossible to give at 
this time even an approximate estimate of the 
totals of the excess payments it is generally 
understood that the amounts will go into the 
bundreds of thousands. 


The exhibitors on the first day of May were 
freed from the 15-cent reel tax because the new 
straight rental tax went into effect on that day. 
This new rental tax is made definite by the pro- 
visions of the war tax law being fixed at five 
per cent. It will once more have to be paid 
by the exhibitor to all appearances. On all their 
stationery the exchanges have, ever since they 
started collecting the fifteen-cent tax, carried 
a-rubber stamp notice to the effect that the 


the State League secured a Sunday opening or- 
dinance, the Council voting 8 to 5 in favor 
of Sunday motion pictures. The Rev. Dr. 
William H. Jackson, of Glen Head, L, 1., who 
had lent such valuable aid to the efforts of 
the exhibitors in Albany, appeared before the 
Binghamton Council at the request of the State 
League, and made a most eloquent and con- 
vincing argument. Petitions circulated in 
Binghamton on the Sunday question showed 
8,200 voters for and only 1,400 against the ex- 
hibition of motion pictures on Sunday, The 
other league speaker at Binghamton was Coun- 
selor John McInerney. 


Other cities where the municipal authorities 
have now formally sanctioned Sunday pictures 
are Hudson and Oswego. 

Schenectady is expected to pass a Sunday 
opening ordinance at an early date. A _ vigor- 
ous educational campaign is being waged for 
Sunday opening in Poughkeepsie, Utica and Al- 
bany. 

The officials of the State League are highly 
gratified with the swift results their work has 
brought, and expect to open 90 per cent of the 
State before the year approaches its end.

good British-made film that appeals to many 
Americans. The British manufacturer has by 
no means lost his cunning. Only a little while 
ago The Elder Miss Blossom, a strictly British- 
made film, was reported to have been bought 
by the First National Circuit. When I say 
that we need not fear any serious and per- 
manent competition from our British cousins 
I am thinking of the fact that a strong and 
continuous supply of film adapted to American 
needs is improbable. First of all, there are 
the light conditions. No part of Great Britain 
can compete with California. Then there are 
so many fundamental differences in taste ani 
in views of life. The field here is most in- 
viting for an occasional good film, but the 
British friends who come here and expect to 
clean up after showing the film a few times 
and spending a few hundred dollars for adver- 
tising are bound to be disappointed.

“photoplay,"’ and both are to men or women 
of Intelligence somewhat derisive. ‘Screen- 
play" or any derivative of screen would be 
better, for screen is more comprehensive and 
more typical of the new art.

A British patriotic film in three epl- 
sodes, pathetic but a bit draggy, the 
second episode being the one with the 
strongest dramatic appeal. 


THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

There are three episodes. One shows an old 
veteran of the Crimean war coming to visit his 
son, who tas married into circles of social 
Prominence. His treatment at the son’s home 
is Dot any too cordial, but he stays on finding 
much delight in the company of his little 
erandson. When his daughterin-law refuses 
to let the old man be in the same room with 
bis grandson the old soldier returns to the 
Home for Veterans at Chelsea. Too late the 
son repents and comes after the old father. 
The latter decides to remain with his old 
rowrades, but says he will be glad to have 
the son and the grandchild visit him. 

The second story deals wich a British nurse 
in love with an officer of her own country. On 
leaving the country the officer cuts a shilling in 
two, giving one-half to his sweetheart on the 


end of a golden chain, he keeping the other half 
of the coin. The girl getting a letter from the 
officer, saying how much he wants to have her 
hearer to him, decides to go to France. A 
German soldier steals thru the British lines. 
He is wounded and pursued by a British patrol. 
He takes refuge in a house where the nurse 1s 
looking for bandages. He appeals to her to 
save him, showing her a picture of himself and 
his sweetheart in Germany. He says he must 
get back to marry. This touches the heart of 
the nurse and she conceals him from the pur- 
suing patrol. When the soldiers have gone the 
nurse discovers the cut shilling in the hands 
of the German, who has killed her sweetheart. 
She recalls the patrol, but when they come 
again yields to the pleadings of the enemy and 
lets him escape. Her own sorrow overcomes 
her and she dies. 

The third story is that of a patriotic British 
nobleman, who enlists as a private, and is 
favored by an old patriotic lady who thinks 11 
her duty to feed the private. As her income 
is taken away Wer confinued hospitality im- 
peses great hardships upen her and she nears 
death by starvation. Her supposed poor private 
comes to her rescue 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Episode 1.—The story is pretty and simple, 
but Jong drawn out. The acting is very fine, 
the part of the old soldier being taken with 
great success by Mr. I. Fisher. His support 
was excellent. Settings and photography good, 
There is a charm in the atmosphere of the story. 
The scenes at the Veterans’ Home at Chelsea 
are very interesting and have the charm of 
novelty for this market.

A somewhat confusing story, embracing two 
murders, a lot of complicated emotion-pur- 
poses and cross-purposes, which somehow get 
all tangled up and do not register clearly any 
particular phase that would hold attention. 
The theme contains too many diverting situa- 
tions, character dragged in rather irrelevantly, 
none attracting sympathy. Also, the finale is 
unsatisfactory, much too abrupt to form a 
fitting climax. Stories of political graft, 
trickery and fraud are not interesting unless 
convincingly presented. In this instance the 
construction is at fault, for Frank Keenan 
Plays with his accustomed skill, making a 
Striking figure by his composure and the com- 
manding manner in which he handles critical 
situations. But despite his mellowed art he 
failed to make the character attractive—the 
role being contradictory—and his final renun- 
elation did not impress. Mr. Keenan seemed 
more at ease in this picture, and appeared 
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Episode 2.—This will go well as a short 
length of great dramatic power. There is 
nothing draggy about the film, except perhaps 
in the very beginning when the sweethearts are 
walking thru quite a let of scenery. The act- 
ing in this playlet is excellent. 

Episode 3.—There is not much to this epi- 
sode, but it has quite a little pathos in it and 
is full of the gentler side of war sentiment. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

It is the sentimental tinge of romance in 
these episodes that appeals strongly to our 
emotions, and many quaint little touches which 
reach the heart. We have seen much of the 
gruesome horrors of wars depicted in the 
cinema, but these side issues give a different 
viewpoint of the great upheaval.

John Wesley, “‘the father of Methodism,” 
preaches religious truth, as he sees it, in an 
English town. He converts a rich man and 
bis daughter, who sell all, give to the poor 
and follow Wesley. Two men, both suitors of 
the daughter, belong to separate families who 
hate each other so much that a bluod feud 
levelops. A party of Wesley's followers em- 
bark for America and the two rivals travel 
m the same vessel.

success lends {tself admirably for this Purpose, 
tho much has been added to the origina! st ry 
to fill out the alloted footage. 

The usual careful attention to detail is noteq 
in Director Terriss’ fine work, but the grip felt 
in the original production is somehow la king 
in this picture, and the throb of emotion whtep 
which should arise by witnessing suffering ig 
stifled and the tears refuse to come, 

Possibly this is due to the inferior performance 
given by Alice Joyce. We never once felt that 
she was genuinely distressed over her husband's 
predicament. She walked thru the later reels 
of the picture with little or no facial expres. 
sion, never once arousing us from our feeling 
of indifference over the story. Surely Miss 
Joyce is too sincere an actress to continue to 
give such a mediocre exhibition of screen act. 
ing. 

Gladden James was the mesmerized hero, 
Anders Randolf the stern father, and Hedds 
Hopper as the frivolous wife. George Backus, 
as the family lawyer, gave the best interpreta. 
tion of the entire cast. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

This might have been an excellent picture, 
but somebow it missed fire. Miss Joyce, while 
always appealing to us, seemed cut of her ele. 
ment in this role. But there is enough material 
in the film to please at some period in the story,

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

An orphan girl from South America, earning 
her living with the violin, makes a disastrous 
appearance at a cabaret just when the place is 
being raided. Brought before the Judge @ 
diamond studded bracelet is found in her purse 
which had been reported stolen by a society 
woman, Her story is not believed and she is 
sent to the reformatory for four months. Re- 
turning agan to her boarding house friends she 
is hounded and framed by a female crook and ber 
accomplices, who follow her to the wealthy 
residence of the owner of the bracelet for the 
purpose of robbing the house of wedding gifts. 
They get away with the jewels, but the girl, 
refusing to entertain their proposition to help 
them, makes her escape at night. But she sends 
word where the theives can be apprehended, and 
after their arrest he innocence is proven and she 
weds the son of the philanthropic Mrs, Ridge- 
way. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 


This picture starts out with a lamentably 
weak plot and the forced situations which build 
the frail structure do not establish sympathy 
for the heroine. It is false from the beginning 
and does not carry the illusion necessary ( 
convince. Things just happen to the much 
abused heroine, tho why the court should hold 
her guilty for finding a bracelet on the street, 
when eveything about her indicated honesty and 
respectability, is known only to the scenario 
writer. , 

Also her playing of the violin must have bees 
shockingly bad to have brought about a riot 
the dance hall, Nothing here occurred to estab 
lish the real cause of the trouble. But later 
when the story got well under way complica 
tions and dramatic action help out matters 
considerably. The picture has the merit of 
being carefully directed and finely presented,

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ROCHESTER (N. Y.) SOCIAL 
LEAGUE INTERESTED IN 
PICTURES 


The motion picture committee of the Social 
Welfare Jeague of Rochester, N. Y., has been 
concerned for some time about certain definite 
motion pleture questions referring in part to the 
neighborhood theaters and also the larger motion 
picture houses in the heart of the city. They 
pave discussed the matter practically and sanely 
with the exhibitors and have found this body 
entirely co-operative. 

Following these meetings they called upon 
Orrin G. Cocks, representing The National Board 
of Review and the National Committee for Bet- 
ter Films, to advise with them. In a series of 
conferences occupying a whole day the entire 
question was discussed. 

The Social Welfare League is now considering 
the possibility of family programs in certain of 
the theaters, as well as modified children’s en- 
tertainments in which the whole program will 
be of an equally high grade, There is also a 
possibility of assisting the exhibitors to adver- 
tise in advance of publicity the finer films, 
which are to be shown in the theaters. The 
league recognizes the business difficulties in 
obtaining the selected pictures in some of 
the smaller neighborhood houses, but feels cer- 
tain that by a proper system of publicity and 
discussion among social, civic and _ religious 
groups they may be able to build up a trade 
which will warrant the use of the finer lms on 
prescribed days. 

There appears to be @ general feeling that 
many of the posters anil lobby advertisements 
are too vivid and lurid, giving a false impres- 
sion of the entertainments, Some modification 
along this line is hoped for in co-operation with 
the motion picture exhibitors. 

The committee also has in mind the more 
fundamental work of the education of parents 
in encouraging their children to attend shows 
presenting subjects which are more adapted to 
the child mind. 

This movement in Rochester is worthy of 
careful consideration because of the willingness 
of the great mass of social workers to under- 
stand the intricacies of the motion picture bus- 
iness and to co-operate with the exhibitors in 
advancing their business along practical lines. 


MOTION PICTURE COMEDY 
ORRIN G. COOKS 


Children langh heartily because they have no 
dignity to preserve. People who are like chil- 
dren, who keep humble, flexible and fresh in 
mind, also laugh easily; their merriment is an 
nnfailing sign of life. It is dangerous to be- 
come so Diase that it seems improper to relax 
and chuckle or roar at the misfortunes or weak- 
nesses of others. It’s a sure sign that our minds 
are dying. 

Be assured that the children are not morally 
depraved or intellectually diseased becanse they 
like the rapid movement, the unexpected thrusts, 
the swift disaster and the sudden lowering of 
dignity in the picture comedy. They are far 
from being degenerate; they are simply on- 
lookers in a world which has caught us older 
persons in its deadly grip, and they find real 
happiness, with no element or desire to imitate 
or to condemn. Let them laugh! 

There is something pathetic and—and—langh- 
able abont a person who is so dignified and self- 
assure’ that he never cracks a smile at any- 
thing less refined than a witty, satirical story 
or an abtruse, intellectual faux-pas. He has 
allowed the sources of humanness to dry up and 
has begun to ossify from the heart of his emo- 
tions out to the muscles of his face and ab- 
domen. The sobersided ore becomes in turn the 
object of laughter of his fellows, and he de- 
serves it. Hasten and be saved! 

Henri Bergson tells ns that this adult stolid- 
ity comes from a rigidity of thonght, manners 
and action. He also points out that a common 
trait of grown-ups is vanity, which is contin- 
ually punctured by comedy. So laughter is a 
teal medicine, It drives thru self-assurance 
and makes a few of us realize that we are 
Wrong, Sometimes it works a cure by dragging 
us down from our self-built pedestal and by 
forcing us to peel off the St. Simeon Stylites 
garments we have donned. 

You may have missed it, but there is really 
Something funny about the haughty dowager, 
the pompous boulavardier, the tramp, the for- 
elgner, the tippler, the policeman and the other 
types introduced into the broad comedy, or peo- 
ple who wouldn't laugh. No one can chortle 
at those who stir up emotions of pity, sympathy, 
disgust, respect or honor. Laughter and pity, 


for example, are mutually exclusive. So when 


People titter and grin they are noting character- 
isties in you or in me which deserve ridicule 
and mirth, 

Of the other source of fun we may all ap- 
Prove. Why not allow the unexpected to sur- 
Prise and amuse us? ‘There is nothing undigni- 
fed in relazing and in bursting into loud ha-has 
or allowing our faces to ripple with amusement 
until the tears roll down our cheeks. Then let 
the world be turned topsy-turvy in the comedy. 


Let the cart drag the horse, the child preach to 
the adult, the robber be robbed and the joke be 
turned on the joker. It is refreshing and en- 
vigorating. 

What is more, if you carry your business and 
home burdens into the theater, let them roll off 
when the comedy comes on. Let the rising tide 
of laughter engulf you. Become a boy again 
and enjoy the antics of the clown or grin 
When the trick horse throws the dignified dame. 
Do not try to analyze all the methods of the pro- 
fession and spend good time puzzling out how 
it happened. Just prove your life, your human- 
ity and your ability to react by finding a com- 
fortable position, smiling into your neighbor’s 
face and gurgling with joy. 

If you want to find out if there is something 
radically wrong with—not with the masses or 
the proletariat—but with you—go to a broad 
slapstick comedy, sparkling with unexpected and 
surprising situations and see if you. relax and 
laugh with this same proletariat. If you simply 
smile you need homeopathic medicine; if you 
sternly criticize and condescendingly wonder at 
the crudities of these people then by all means 
hurry to a physician well versed in the symptoms 
of creeping death. You need allopathic doses 
and a major operation. You have been pos- 
sessed for years with a deep-seated malady 
demanding heroie and severe treatment, 

Sidney Drew, a great motion picture actor, is 
dead! Said movie audiences two years ago: 
“Can't any of the rest of them take a hint 
from the Drews?" Soon every one of them was 
doing it! Not in stupid imitation, but in a 
happy release to truths and jokes they had per- 
haps been longing to show us, but hadn't dared, 
the whole world of experiment in human stum- 
bles and grins and bright, easy tears and com- 
fortings had suddenly taken heart. This was 
what little more than two years of Henry 
Minor and his wife, Polly, of the standard 
implicit in the trademark, ‘“‘Mr. and Mrs. Sid- 
ney Drew," had brought about. 

The Drews, in showing commonplace to com- 
monplace eyes, justified it to itself, and, at the 


the consideration of the press to this fact. Mr.

Riesenfeld, asked for the co-operation of his 
fellow workers and said he was at all times 
responsive to suggestions from them for the 
betterment of the enterprise. The air of 
camaraderie and jollity which pervaded the 
banquet seemed to reflect the attitude of all 
Dr. Rieserfeld’s fellow-workers toward each 
other, and lifted the curtain for a moment on 
one of the reasons for the great success of 
these two theaters. 


YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS 


The war did not bring to New York the wave 
of crime predicted. The situation remained 
normal and even the character of the offenses 
did not change materially. This, in New York 
City, 13,985 children were arraigned in court 
during 1918; of these 7.038 were charged with 
juvenile delinquency and 6,947 came under ‘“‘spe- 
eial proceedings,’® a group which includes im- 
Proper guardianship, ungovernable. disorderly, 
and a~vayward childen. 

Bernard Fagan, Chief Probation Officer for 
the Children’s Court, lays particular stress on 
the study of the child aside from the crime 
committed, which is usually of an accidental 
character. Most frequently it is petty larceny, 
which covers the casual picking up of desirable 
objects in the course of play. Hide and seek, 
for example, is the cause of much trouble, for 
it takes children into queer corners where 
strange and interesting objects lie around with- 
out guard. To see is to take, and the game ends 
in the courtroom. 

“Tt has been my experience,”’ said Mr. Fagan, 
“that the most frequent cause of trouble is 
petty larceny. One of our boys could not re- 
sist ples, The movies also are a great tempta- 
tion, for if there is no way of receiving the 
money to pay for them the child gets the money, 
often with disastrous results, There is only 
one solution, and that is to provide movies for

There is a sense in 
which he is everywoman’s husband, or, at any 
rate, every American husband. 


The most important thing about Polly and 
Henry will persist—the fact that they called 
upon something honorable in public taste and 
that the public honorably responded, That is 
what has put faith into the effort all about us. 
We shall never have on the screen a human and 
simple comedy which is not in this sense 
stamped with the legend, ‘“‘Mr, and Mrs, Sidney 
Drew present.”” 


DR. RIESENFELD’S DINNER 


New York, May 8.—Dr. Hugo Riesenfeld, 
managing director of the Rialto and Rivoli 
theaters, gave a dinner last evening at the 
Hotel Commodore to the chiefs of departments 
of the two theaters and representatives of the 
press, The prime purpose of the feast was to 
serve as an introduction to the newly appointed 
publicity director, Ralph Edmunds, 

Mr. Riesenfeld, in a brief speech, thanked the 
members of the staf’ for their good work and 
pointed out the fact that they were all con-

children in recreation centers, In schools, where 
all can come and enjoy.

As a -e- 
sult dance facilities were provided for the 
young people thru the public school, the 
parochial schools established moving pictures 
open to all, and athletic organizations were 
started on the basis of competition between 
blocks,”* 


OHIO CENSORS USE THE BIG 
SCISSORS 


In view of what The Billboard and The Mo- 
tion Picture News said about the “Universal 
special,"* The Delicious Little Devil, it may 
be interesting to note the edict of the Ohio cen- 
sors regarding this film. Here is the text of the 
edict: 

Third Reel—Cut out subtitle, ‘Wonderful! 
A Perfect September Morn!"’ Cut out all close- 
up scenes of girl in bareleg dancing costume, 
and cut all other scenes of same to five feet 
each. Cut out dressing-room scene where girl's 
figure is exposed thru filmy clothing. Cut out 
entire bathing pool scene and subtitles that re- 
fer to Saturday night. 

Fifth Reel—Cut out subtitle, ‘““The Cold, Gray 
Dawn,” and the scenes that follow, showing 
drunken people at tables, 

Sixth Reel—Cut out scenes of Gloria in semi- 
nude attire. Cut out all scenes of Duke strug- 
gling with Gloria, except two scenes, and cut 
these to five feet. Cut fight scene to five feet 
at beginning and ten feet at the end. 

One is tempted to wonder mildly tow this 
bit of film would fare under the proposed 
stamp censorship of the N, A.

“Events during the world war have convinced 
the American people that the motion picture 
industry as a whole is loyal, idealistic and com- 
mitted in practical ways to social service in our 
play life. Censorship, necessarily destructive 
rather than constructive, hinders the motion 
picture art in riding itself of questionable ele- 
ments. Selection assists this process.’* 

Mr. Cocks then describes the selections as 
“interesting, amusing, or wholesomely exciting 
to fathers, mothers and children of all ages . 
+ « full of all the elements which go to build 
wholesome Americans,” and tells how the lst 
should be used. 

This catalog, with its foreword and practical 
helps for maintaining a satisfactory standard of 
motion picture exhibition, should constitute an 
effective agent in the fight against censorship.

OUS INTEREST 


Motion pictures have been used extensively in 
Italy to teach illiterate voters how to prepare 
their ballots.—News item. 

This plan has been tried in one or two places 
in this country and deserves a wider circula- 
tion, 

Correspondents from Hartford, Conn.; New- 
port, R. I.; Bayonne, N. J., and Minneapolis, 
Minn., have said that they were’ prepared to 
show motion pictures this summer in the parks. 
Each says he finds that comedies are most val- 
uable in attracting and holding the crowds. 

Mrs. L. J. Halle is trying an interesting ex- 
periment with young children in a school located 
between Kew Gardens and Forest Park, L. I. 
She is showing nonromantic stories and scenic 
or nature pictures afternoons to a carefully 
reared group and to their parents in the even- 
ing. Mrs. Halle finds the children are enthu- 
siastic over the Lincoln Cycle and the animal 
films, and that they like the fine, adventirous 
pictures in which boys and girls appear, What 
do you discover from experience the youngsters 
like? 

Prof. Lawrence A, Averill, of the State Nor- 
mal School, Worcester, Mass., has written for 
The Educational Review a readable article on 
The Motion Picture and Child Development. He 
declares that “the ultimate stamp of approval 
or disapproval of this form of juvenile enter- 
tainment—as indeed of every other form—must 
be given by the home.’

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ROTHAPFEL UNIT DISAPPOINTS 


Outside of Corking Good Comedy It’s a Case of 
“Much Ado About Nothing’—Feature Was Draggy 
in the Extreme and Other Parts of the Pro- 
gram Fail To Show Any Superiority 


New York, May 10, — Before an audience 
consisting entirely of the holders of compli- 
mentary tickets the much advertised Rothap- 
fel Unit Program had its premiere showing 
at the Rialto on Friday morning at 10:2 
(May 9). 

The premiere was, of course, a private af- 
fair, or at least advertised as such, A few 
minutes before the scheduled opening tickets 
were distributed to all comers. This report, 
therefore, does not attempt to judge of the 
merits of the Rothapfel Unit by its showing 
at the Rialto, and it discounts a good quan- 
tity of the applause that greeted the perform- 
ance, 


In summing up the opinion of the film men 
present it may be said that the Rothapfel 
Unit was not voted a howling success. The 
premiere had been so well and so persistently 
advertised as a new departure in the motion 
picture field that dozens of out-of-town exhib- 
itors were present and sat thru the entire pro- 
gram, which lasted exactly two hours, 

The pretty and artistic program caused much 
favorable comment, 

In judging of the first Rothapfel Unit Pro- 
gram as a whole it is but fair to say that the 
clever and continued advertising which this 
enterprise had enjoyed raised expectations to 
an extraordinary pitch. It may be said at 
once that the performance did not live up to 
the extravagant promises. Far better pro- 
grams can be assembled by any exhibitor of 
average intelligence by using the materials 
the market now affords. Not only is the aver- 
age weekly program in the big Broadway pic- 
ture houses very much superior to the Rothap- 
fel Unit, but it is entirely within reason and 
experience to say that even the small houses 
will have no difficulty in assembling with but 
little cost a program fully equal to that of the 
famous former premier exhibitor. 

The Rothapfel Unit System was introduced 
by a motion picture of Mr. Rothapfel, they 
“masthead” of the new organization, and the 
picture of an old town crier announcing the 
performance. The overture was excellent, 
symphonic in character, and had plenty of life 
and beauty. It lasted but about ten minutes, 
and was followed by The Wood of Fair Water 
(Belleau Wood), the scene of one of the first 
battles in which the Americans convinced all 
Europe that a new and unbeatable type of 
fighter had arrived. The titles were ecstatic. 
Reporters on the daily papers might call them 
“poetic prose."’ The music was excellent and 
thoroly suitable, but the entertainment value 
in the pictures was unquestionably below par. 
We were treated to twenty minutes of broken 
trees and war ruins generally. Never once 
did we glimpse the Fair Water. The pictures 
were no better and no worse than a thousand 
scenes that we see in the various weeklies. 
True, Mr. Rothapfel had provided a strong 
musical score. The sounding of Taps, fol- 
lowed after a pause of a secend or two by the 
rapid beats of the drum and the title, “The 
spirit goes marching on,” was a very pretty 
bit of program building. However, the pic- 
tures leaned altogether on music and effects— 
as pictures they were about as sterile as a city 
pavement, 

Mr. Rothapfel, in his pretty, tastefully col- 
ored program, had announced that the ‘‘us- 
derlying theme for the entire program was 
the pursuit of happiness.’’ In the next num- 
ber on the program he showed the sad fate of 
an old, semi-fendal landlord, who is sum- 
moned by the Grim Reaper at the end of about 
a thousand feet of film. 

This effort is called ‘‘The Last Hour,’’ and 
fully lived up to its dismal title. An old man 
who, we are told in reams of execrable poetry, 
is lonely in his splendid castle, receives the 
rent from his tenants. As a sample of the 
poetry I might mention that the title literally 
Says: ‘**....his ‘heart as ice eold.”” ‘In 
spite of this, the old man seems delighted 
when a little child kisses his hand. He takes 
the little one in his arms and then begins to 
dream of what might thave been. He dreams 
of a happy marriage and his first-born fondled 
by the dear young wife. There is quite a lot 
of this, in the course of which little children 
in more or less mythological garb execute fancy 
dances. The aged man finally wakes from ‘his 
dream and the Grim Reaper appears with the 
regulation scythe and hour glass. The titles 
now impart the astonishing discovery that 
wealth cannot buy time from eternity, and the 
old gentleman dies. In view of his great age, 
this seems very natural indeed. It was a de- 


is 


pressing quarter of an hour, the gloom being 
accentuated by funeral bells and melancholy 
music, 

It was now about 11 o'clock, and the audi- 
ence, tho most enthusiastic for Rothie, hoped 
for a little relief, 


The feature followed, entitled “False Gods.”’ 
It ran about an hour and fourteen minutes. It 
had a good and simple theme and-a moral one 
withal, the idea being to show that social po- 
sition, wealth and luxury do not constitute 
happiness, but that happiness must be found 
in loving companioship between husband and 
wife and in the thousand felicities of the home. 
The plot was complicated and walled on 
crutches, i, e., it depended altogether too much 
on explanatory titles. -Here and there it was 
reminiscent of Virtuous Wives. There was 
the same tenuity and zig-zagging of action, 
but there were, too, magnificent settings, 
splendid types of men and women, much fin- 
ished and no bad acting. Virtuous Wives 
never dragged to any appreciable extent, but 
False Gods dragged for long stretches at a 
time, when you could fairly hear the creaking 
of the overworked mind of the director. Many 
threads were started, but only one was fin- 
ished. The first thirty minutes were absolute- 
ly tiresome, but the feature recovered some 
toward the end. The climax, clearly foreseen 
in the early part of the film, came with an 
abruptness that must probably be accounted 
for by the need of coming to an end. The 
holders of the complimentary tickets, or at 
least a considerable number of them, were 
rapturous in their applause. 

The epigram consisted of three short scenes 
(cartoon form). First, Duck Eats Worm; sec- 
ond, Man Eats Duck; third, Worm Eats Man. 
The last item in this cheerful little esketch 
was illustrated So cleverly as to suggest ad- 
vice from a professional undertaker, 

When this odd epigram had disappeared we 
‘were privileged to see the best part of the 
Rothapfel Unit Program—an exquisite comedy, 
with a touch of mingled daintiness and ro- 


guishness which was decidedly captivating, 
and will go well with any audience. The 
comedy was called Wild Flowers, and por- 
trayed the sweet and roguish doings of two 
young women who , a8 we were constantly and 
wittily assured in the subtitles, ‘“‘were wild 
and had not been cultivated.’’ There was no 
mistaking the genuineness of the laughter and 
applause with which this comedy was received 
by the crowd. It was nothing but a lot of 
young feminine foolishness, in which ruffled 
lingerie, gayety of spirit and a swift pace 
mingled in most agreeable harmony. There 
was plenty of originality in this comedy, plenty 
of comic by-play. If the type can be main- 
tained it will rank high in the library of 
screen humor. 

Summoning up the whole Unit I should say 
that it reveals a yawning chasm between what 
Mr. Rothapfel thinks he is capable of doing 
and what he actually can do. As to the latter, 
he has never bad a more enthusiastic admirer 
than the writer. It is quite possible that Mr. 
Rothapfel may improve his Unit, and it is only 
fair to judge his first effort generously, tho 
the exaggerated advertising campaign invites 
and challenges criticism. When Mr, Rothap- 
fel, or, for that matter, any other man, will 
be in a position to choose from the cream of 
a great market, both here end abroad, when 
the very best quality comes to him unbidden, 
and he bas at his beck and call the foremost 
screen musicians in the country, he may yet 
realize his ambitions. It seems inconceivable, 
however, that one man can create a complete 
program and become the Prometheus of Film- 
dom. The cream of the domestic and for- 
eign markets represents the very best efforts 
of many minds working to one end, each seek- 
ing to excel M his or her own field. In this 
market of the best materials, and not in the 
brain of any one individual, will be found the 
best programs of the future.

Former National President Develops an 
Idea Born of Observation and 
Experience 


Frederick J. Herrington, who has done more 
for exhibitors’ organization than any other 
single individual, is out with a new and most 
plausible plan for organization. Here is Mr.

“All audiences are used to slide or film 
advertising now. No exhibitor can deny it un- 
less he has dodged his duty as a patriotic 
American exhibitor. It is high time we awoke 
to the value of a real tangible proposition 
whereby we can finance our own exhibitor or-

PARAMOUNT COMBINATION 


Belief Widespread That Paramount May Enter Ex- 
hibiting Field on Large Scale—Struggle Between 
First National Circuit of Exhibitors and Para- 
mount Soon To Enter Critical Stage 


Rumors of a coming combination of Loew 
and Paramount forces are common topics of 
discussion in film circles and especially among 
exhibitors, who are naturally interested in 
every move of a producing company that may 
have plans to go into the exhibiting end of the 
business, 

The recent developments in Cleveland and the 
remarkable movements of the Famous Players- 
Lasky stock on the curb give new strength to 
the belief that in conjunction with the Loew 
interests Paramount will be heard from here- 
after in the exhibiting field. The Famous Players. 


Lasky stock after having reached 38 on the curb, 
where it has been listed for some time, is quoted 


today (May 9th) among the industrials as 90 
high, 89% low. S9% last. 

It is asserted in well-informed quarters that 
the selling of large blocks of stock had the 
effect of inducing one of the stockholders, a 
man prominent in the amusement world, to dis- 
pose of his holdings. As a result, it is said, 
the way has been paved for a more perfect 
alliance between the Loew intersts all over the 
country and the Paramount forces. It is re- 
ported that a formal consolidation of these two 
interests may occur in the very near future 
and that as a result Loew-Paramount stock 
will be listed on the stock exchange and offered 
to the genera] public. 

It is a well-known fact that the business of 
Paramount since the signing of the Armistice 
last November has taken a great upward trend 
and that its weekly bookings have increased 


/ 

to the extent of $50,000 or more. It is also 
known that Paramount has discharged some of 
its heaviest obligations and is preparing for 
a very Vigorous fall campaign. The early days 
of fall will be critical in the history of the 
screen, and the struggle between the First 
National Circuit and the Paramount will enter an 
acute state. A very large number of exhibitors’ 
Paramount contracts will expire in August and 
September. 

The possession of a number of large theaters 
in the bigger cities will count for a good deal 
when the struggle between Paramount and The 
First National begins in earnest. Strongly 
buttressed as the First National seems to be at 
this writing its plans will be seriously inter- 
fered with if Paramount can offer any appreci- 
able competition in the exhibiting field. From 
all over the country reports are coming in of the 
building of new theaters to be used exclusively 
for the showing of motion pictures. With the 
millions of idle money on the approach of 
National Prohibition, whether on the first of 
July, 1919, or on the 16th of Januery, 1920, the 
public it is believed will be a keen buyer of 
stock in such a promising combination as Loew- 
Paramount is likely to prove itself to be, 

Prices of motion picture theaters are going 
up rapidly all over the country. A few days 
ago a theater of moderate seating capacity on the 
upper West Side of New York City was sold 
for fifty thousand dollars. The same theater 
had been bought three years ago for eleven 
thousand dollars. This is a typical instance 
of the rise in values of motion picture theaters,

Legalized censorship graft in Objo 
is costing me more than the increases I have 
paid my union operators since censorship went 
in force in 1913—the operator at least earns 
bis money. 

“Briefly, our plan is to fix our dues at $50 
per annum per theater, The theater carries 
the membership, whoever the owner may be, 
There is no lapsing in dues. We offer the 
screens of our association to the highest bid- 
der, the little with the big shows. One super- 
artistic slide, changed weekly for fifty-two 
weeks, run once each shew, under an absolute 
guaranteed association contract, constitutes 
membership and pays his dues of $50 per year, 
What the bids bring over that amount goes 
into the treasury also. We solicit no ads. We 
do nothing but guarantee the running of that 
slide. Agencies that are now using the ex- 
hibitor for an ‘easy mark’ on ad films will find 
it necessary also to seek our headquarters, 
Get that. We shall not interfere with any 
maker or distributor of said films. All con- 
tracts are to be made with our executive board 
and ratified at a special meeting of all mem- 
bers. Not a chance for grafting by any one. 
Our slide will be a distinctive official slide 
possessing the highest advertising value pos- 
sible. Any national advertiser will verify this. 
In those theaters which do not run slides a 
strip of film will be used.”’ 


PICTURE IN THE 
URCHES 


Orrin G. Cocks, of the National Board of Re- 
view, recently addressed an interesting meeting 
of the Somerset County Sunday-School Associa- 
tion at Somerville, N. J., speaking for forty 
minutes on the topic, ‘‘The Motion Picture in 
the Churches.”’ He emphasized that the 
churches and the Sunday-Schools do not know 
what motion pictures they want. They are 
somewhat afraid of the facts of life and often 
adopt the easy method of opposition to motion 
pictures. The film, because it is a powerfal 
form of drama, shows in action the details and 
effects of both good and evil. The plot carries its 
own argument for the triumph of good, but does 
not preach or advise, thereby becoming the 
more effective because it allows the actions of 
characters to tell their own stories. It is to- 
tally unfair, he said, to expect a sermon in all 
motion pictures. They are constructed pri- 
marily for entertainment, just as our novels, 
short stories\and magazines are. They bare 2 
social, cultural and moral value in that they 
furnish a decided change from the humdrum of 
work in the home and of business, 

Mr. Cocks indicated that churches in New 
York, in several cities in New Jersey as well 
as in the Middle West were finding the films 
valuable for building up the Sunday-Schools 
and for attracting people to the churches om 
Sunday evenings. Also that they have proved of 
great value in furnishing a much needed social 
life in the rural communities. 

Following the address it was unanimously 
voted that the association take steps for 4 
forum meeting of the city, when an entire even- 
ing in May could be devoted to the presentation 
of this subject and a full discussion of the im- 
portance of the motion picture.

GILFEATHER—Daniel, Shakespearean actor. 
died May 1 at Long Beach, Cal. He was 70 
rears old. Mr. Gilfeather at one time occupied 
a prominent place on the stage and had ap- 
peared with Annie Pixley, Katherine Rogers, 
the elder Barney Macauley, Sol Smith Rusxell 
and Chauncey Olcott. For the past six years 
he had been appearing in motion pictures. 

GOODALE—George Pomeroy, noted dramatic 
critic, died May 7 at his home in Detroit. He 
was 75 years old and had been dramatic critic 
of The troit Free Press for fifty-four years. 
Mr. Goodale had been suffering for some time 
from an intermittent illness and had been given 
an indefinite vacation in the hope that he could 
regain his health. But, unused to idleness, he 
could not rest, and despite the protests of 
friends be was at his desk each day. He had 
worked as usual on the day preceding his 
death. During the night he suffered an attack 
of illness from which he died in a few hours. 
Mr. Goodale was born at Orleans, N. Y., Augurt 
12, 1843. As a boy be worked in a printing 
“ice. He served in the Union army during the 
evil war and following the close of the war 
he became connected with The Detroit Free 
Press in an editorial capacity. Since 1865 he had 
‘een dramatic editor, and is said to have been 
the oldest critic im continuous service on one 
»aper in the United States or Europe. On June 
24. 1915, the University of Michigan conferred 
upon him the degree of Master of Arts, in 
recognition of bis distinguished career.
